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‘Don’t panic, we can cope’ savs NHS 


THE number of swine flu cases 
across Kent has soared by more 
than 300 per cent in the past week 
as the Government said the virus 
could no longer be contained. 

Public health experts from the primary 
care trusts (PCTs) said a national flu line 
would be in place within two weeks to ensure 
the county’s GPs do not get overwhelmed by 
patients with the H1N1 virus. 

Andy Burnham, the Secretary of State for 
Health, announced the emergency response 
would now move into ‘treatment phase’ fol¬ 
lowing a dramatic increase in cases across 
the country. 

He said swine flu is spreading so rapidly 
that if it continues at its current rate there 
could be 100,000 new cases a day by the end 
of next month. 

Dr Jackie Spiby, director of health improve¬ 
ment at NHS West Kent, told Kent on 
Sunday on Friday there were “well over 100 
cases” across the county. The week before 
there were only 26 confirmed cases in Kent. 

Instead of being swabbed and tested for

swine flu, suspected cases will be diagnosed 
by their GP and people who have been in 
close contact with patients who test positive 
will no longer be given anti-viral treatment. 

New swine flu cases will no longer be count¬ 
ed in a rolling total. 

On Thursday, the last official breakdown of 
figures across the Kent showed there were 86 
cases in total, with 51 in east Kent, 11 in 
Medway and 24 in west Kent. 

PCTs in Kent have already set up anti-viral 
collection points so ‘flu friends’ can pick up 
treatment for the person with the virus. 

Dr Spiby said: “The majority of collection 
points are at pharmacies because they are 
most accessible. We have a total of 40 in west 
Kent at the moment and the whole set will be 
up and running by next week.” 

She said the PCT was working closely with 
GP surgeries that say they can cope with 
cases at the moment. 

Andrew Scott-Clark, director of public health 
at NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent, said: “We 
are expecting that individual GP practices 


should be able to cope. But this is an interim 
solution before the national flu line, which 
should be up and running the week after next.” 

Once the flu line has been set up, people 
who think they have swine flu will be asked 
to use it instead of calling their GP. 

Mr Scott-Clark said: “The original strategy 
was to keep people away from GP surgeries 
as much as possible so that they can get on 
with normal business. 

“So this is the interim solution before the 
flu line is up and running. In future weeks 
people should go direct to the flu line.” 

Asked if there was a danger that staffing 
levels at hospitals would be badly affected if 
lots of doctors and nurses caught the flu, he 
said: “All organisations have business conti¬ 
nuity plans for this. 

“Staff members who have close contact with 
people with suspected or known flu would be 
wearing protective clothing. We are protect¬ 
ing our own staff as much as possible” 

The World Health Organisation last month 
announced swine flu was the first global pan¬ 
demic in 41 years. The NHS has long been 
planning for an outbreak and has stockpiles

County braced for swine flu pandemic

of anti-virals. Mr Scott-Clark said hospital 
trusts had worked out how many staff were 
needed to keep various departments open 
and would prioritise A&E and emergency 
surgery if necessary. 

“If too many get critically ill, which we do 
not expect because the disease is mild in most 
cases, there are plans depending on the level 
of need,” he said. 

“We all have plans in place to deal with not 
only this beginning of the treatment phase, 
but also for when we get more cases. 

“What we do not know is how many people 
will be seriously ill and we will manage that 
on a day-to-day basis. This is not out of the 
ordinary - we do it every winter.” 

On Friday, a 19-year-old man became the 
fourth person in the UK with swine flu to die. 
So far, the fatal cases have all had serious 
underlying health problems. 

The majority have been mild and patients 
get better in about seven days. But there are 


concerns the virus could 
become more virulent. Dr 
Spiby said: ‘We know that in 
previous pandemics it has 
mutated. 

“But we have no evidence of 
that from other countries that 
are already in their winter 
phase. The worry is that when 
we get to winter with people 
staying indoors more, and the 
kids back at school, the num¬ 
bers will rise.” 

The virus is continuing to 
affect younger people. Five 
pupils at St Andrew’s School 
in Rochester tested positive 
for swine flu this week. On 
Friday, eight students with 
swine flu, aged between 16 and 18, from the 
private Sevenoaks School were due to fly 
home from Romania. The pupils were part of 
a group of 19 who had arrived in the city of 


Iasi last Thursday as part of 
an annual exchange pro¬ 
gramme to work with disabled 
children. After they became ill 
they were put in isolation. The 
school did not say whether it is 
thought they caught the vims 
in the UK or Romania. The 
Health Protection Agency has 
advised schools to stay open 
and monitor the situation. 

Mr Scott-Clark said: “We are 
advising people to go home 
and isolate themselves if they 
think they have flu, the same 
as before. There is an NHS 
website that has guidance for 
individuals to assess whether 
they have swine flu or not. 
People without access to that or who believe 
they have swine flu should call their GP.”

College’s relief at 
funding reprieve 


A HALF-demolished college that 
had its rebuilding project frozen 
over a lack of cash has won a 
Government reprieve. 

North West Kent College was one of more 
than 100 in the UK facing financial turmoil 
earlier this year when the Learning and 
Skills Council (LSC) admitted there was not 
enough money to go around. 

Despite having already demolished some of 
the buildings at its Dartford campus, which it 
planned to replace with a £69 million devel¬ 
opment, the college was forced to suspend 
building work. 

However, this week the LSC announced 
North West Kent would be one of just 13 pri¬ 
ority cases in the country - and the only one 
in the South East - allowed to continue its 
programme, albeit with reduced costs. 

Principal Malcolm Bell said: “I am absolute¬ 
ly delighted the community will benefit from 
the superb facilities we will be able to offer. 

“The college has virtually doubled its full¬ 
time student numbers in the last five years 
and now we will be able to continue that 
growth. We look forward to construction 
starting at Dartford in the near future.” 

North West Kent College is also rebuilding 
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its Gravesend campus, the first phase of 
which has already been completed and paid 
for. Phase two is expected to cost about £9m 
and include renovation of the technology and 
hospitality centres as well as the construction 
of an engineering block. 

About £10m of public money was spent 
preparing the first phase at Dartford - which 
includes three new buildings - before the 
funding freeze was announced. 

It is likely some older buildings earmarked 
for demolition in phase two will now be 
retained to help reduce costs. 

Disappointing 

While the LSC announcement was good 
news for North West Kent College, it was bad 
for three others in the county - Canterbury, 
Thanet and South Kent - that are also wait¬ 
ing on cash for redevelopment projects. 

Canterbury College has already completed 
two phases of its programme at a cost of £50m, 
and is thought to be waiting on a similar 
amount before work can begin on the third. 

Principal Alison Clarke said: “It’s extremely 
disappointing not to be one of the 13 colleges 


to receive support from the £300m of capital 
funding announced in the budget. 

“We will now focus on other options for the 
redevelopment of the remaining parts of the 
old campus building stock.” 

Thanet College has spent £4m of its own 
money preparing to relocate to new premises, 
although a spokesman said they recognised 
the urgent needs of the colleges selected. 

South Thanet MP Stephen Ladyman 
described the news as “dreadful”. 

He told KOS Media: “The team at Thanet 
College have worked incredibly hard on this 
project and I have no doubt they will be bro¬ 
ken-hearted. 

“However, the programme continues and 
the next wave of funding will be prioritised 
from the autumn, for funding from 2011. 

“We need to redouble our efforts to ensure 
Thanet College is included.” 

Building work at South Kent College’s 
Ashford campus is also ready to begin, subject 
to receiving the £30m promised by the LSC. 

A spokesman said it was not a surprise it 
was not one of the 13 colleges given the go- 
ahead on this occasion. 
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Leisure tycoon’s expert advice for faded coastal attraction 


Duncan the 
Dragon’s TV 
seaside SOS 


FIRST it was Sir Alan Sugar’s 
would-be entrepreneurs from 
The Apprentice trying to give 
Margate a makeover. 

Now it’s Dragons’ Den businessman 
Duncan Bannatyne’s turn to take on a 
struggling Ramsgate attraction. 

In a new TV show called Save Our 
Seaside, he will look at what’s gone wrong 
with once-popular seaside attractions up 
and down the country. 

The Scottish tycoon has amassed a per¬ 
sonal fortune of £320 million through his 
Bannatyne’s chain of gyms, and is one of 
Britain’s most successful entrepreneurs. 

Now he is taking his expertise to the coast 
in the hope of restoring fading seaside 
tourist attractions for the Virginl series. 

Since the 1960s many seaside attractions 
have fallen from favour, and the show aims 
to kick-start a campaign to revive the 
places that have suffered the most from 
cheap foreign holidays. 

The show promises it will look beyond 
cosmetic makeovers and aim for the long¬ 
term renewal of Britain’s traditional holi¬ 
day attractions. 

And the first on the agenda is the Grade- 
II listed Westcliff Leisure Park and Boating 
Pool in Ramsgate. 

While the town has made the most of its 
stunning Royal harbour and growing cafe 
culture, the show concentrates on the 
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attraction that needs a helping hand to 
return to the glory days. 

In the show a ‘family’ visits to secretly 
film the attraction. 

They then file a video report that Mr 
Bannatyne uses as the basis for a plan of 
action. 

The Dragon then sets to work on every¬ 
thing from unbalanced books to rickety 
rides in the hope of putting faltering sea¬ 
side attractions back on track. 

But it’s far from gloomy news for seaside 
towns. Domestic holiday bookings are up by 
40 per cent on last year, proving foreign 
vacations are out and trendy ‘stay-cations’ 
are in. 

The Kent tourism industry is in for a 
bumper summer, providing even more rea¬ 
son for attractions such as Westcliff Leisure 
Park to make sure holidaymakers leave 
with a smile. 

A spokesman for the show said: “Duncan 
is on a mission to revitalise waning reputa¬ 
tions, while investing his business expertise 
and helping to renew the seaside’s fading 
grandeur in an ambitious assignment sure 
to put his commercial prowess to the test.” 

Mr Bannatyne will unveil the rejuvenat¬ 
ed attractions in a star-studded grand 
finale, complete with community support. 

Daniela Neumann of Virginl said: “We’re

excited to be working with Duncan on what 
we hope will be a series which will capture the 
imagination and encourage regeneration of 
our seaside attractions, which are a huge part 
of our heritage.”

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Millionaire is raffling

A MILLIONAIRE divorcee who 
is raffling off his huge country 
home along with a luxury boat 
and car has insisted his competi¬ 
tion is legitimate. 

City banker Andrew Paul is preparing to 
give up his £1.1 million retreat in Ightham, 
near Sevenoaks, in exchange for punters 
paying £20 a time for a shot at winning it. 

And despite also throwing in a brand new 
Aston Martin DBS worth £160,000 and a 
£200,000 Sealine 35 Sport motorboat, the 
entrepreneur denied the competition was 
too good to be true. 

He said: “I admit there are an awful lot of 
these types of competitions out there but I 
assure people this is no scam. 

“It’s all being run professionally, it was set 
up with a team of London-based lawyers 
and all the money paid into the competition 
is being held by a third-party bank. 

“Someone will win and it will change 
their lives. Money doesn’t buy happiness 
but it does make things a little easier when 
you don’t have to worry about paying your 
mortgage or a bank loan. 

“That’s one of the reasons why we’re also 
going to give the winner some extra help to 
pay for the upkeep of the house for a year. 

“Then if they decide they can’t afford it 
after that, at least they have some assets to 
sell.” 

Mr Paul moved to Sevenoaks from Tokyo, 
Japan, in 2004 and despite “loving” his 
house said that he wanted a clean break fol¬ 
lowing his divorce.

He stands to rake in a £2.5m profit from the 
competition if all 200,000 tickets are sold.

I’ve 
been very lucky in what I’ve done and 
achieved and what the money I have made has 
allowed me to do, but my priorities have 
changed now. 

“The house is just too big for me now so I 
want to make a fresh start with my little boy 
and refocus. I want to change my lifestyle. 

“What happens after the competition is all a 
bit up in the air at the moment. It depends 
how well it goes, but the interest so far has 
been colossal and it may be that I consider 
turning it into a commercial venture.”

However, the prizes offered are depen¬ 
dant on how many tickets are sold. If all 


200,000 are snapped up then all the prizes 
will be given away.

He said: “News of this competition has 
gone around the world, including this week 
in the New York Times and the LA Times. 
So I’m confident the minimum amount will 
be sold, and anything more than 150,000 
will be a bonus.”

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Star’s shooting away 
our preconceptions

STUFFED animals flying out of a 
Victorian contraption and a Siam¬ 
ese serpent are among the exhibits 
in a surreal show by the comedian- 
tumed-curator Vic Reeves. 

In The Natural History of Kent and Sussex 
Through My Binoculars, which opened yes¬ 
terday at the Tunbridge Wells Museum and 
Art Gallery, the purveyor of the bizarre is 
leaving the meaning of it all up to visitors. 

Reeves, who lives in Charing near Ashford 
with his wife Nancy Sorrell and their twins, 
has created six new paintings for the show 
that he has combined with objects and arte¬ 
facts from the museum’s collection. 

Asked whether the pictures were produced 
in response to what he found rifling through 
museum’s wide-ranging archives, he said: “It 
was a bit of both really, after I did the pic¬ 
tures I picked some other things as well. 

“I’m putting up shelves under each paint¬ 
ing and there will be objects that will link 
directly or indirectly with the painting. 

“People can make their own links. People 
spend a lot of time wanting to be told what to 
think about something. I’m assuming they 
will want to know what it is all about, but my 
lips are keeping firmly shut.” 

The 50-year-old is probably most famous 
for Shooting Stars, the BBC TV comedy quiz 
show he presented along with Bob Mortimer 
in the 1990s and which is due to make a 
comeback this August. 

But the keen birdwatcher and prolific 
artist - he is publishing a book filled with 
260 of his illustrations later this year - has 
exhibited his paintings and drawings at sev¬ 
eral commercial galleries. 

Reeves, who said his artistic life has 
worked alongside his comedy throughout his 
career, described some of the objects he 
chose. “I suppose I’m fond of stuffed animals 
and birds, as well as the live ones,” he said. 


“All that Victoriana, they would stuff any¬ 
thing they saw... I’ve always been interested 
in insects in museums since I was young. 
That was the first thing I looked for.” 

As he spoke to Kent on Sunday this week 
Reeves was busy setting up the show. He 
said: “They (the stuffed animals) are all fly¬ 
ing out of a Victorian bath chair. They hit the 
ground and turn into humming birds that 
spread out coming together. 

“I was working out how it would fit togeth¬ 
er nine months ago and now I’m putting it all 
into place.” 

Asked what kind of reaction he wanted, he 
said: “Probably tearing people away from the 
obvious. 


“I would think there will be a different 
audience there, but what they will think I do 
not know. It’ll be interesting to see.” 

Quizzed over the use of stormy clouds and 
threatening skies, he said: “I got some new 
acrylic sprays and I was messing about with 
it and I and thought it made nice clouds and 
I’ve got a bit of a thing about clouds. 

“One of the great things about art is that 
you can see whatever you want to see and 
think whatever you want about it.” 

One painting shows a serpent joined in the 
middle with two heads with two sets of 
human eyes and lips. The work was inspired 
by an object in the museum’s collection. 

He said: “It [the show] is quite random 


there is nothing particularly that ties it, but 
I suppose the general theme could be ways of 
looking at things.” 

Reeves came straight to the museum after 
filming Shooting Stars last weekend and 
said it was not that big a leap in the type of 
material he was dealing with. 

Is he hoping to attract a different and per¬ 
haps younger audience to the museum? He 
added: “I don’t know who’ll see it, museum 
goers, tourists... 

“There was a lady outside this morning 
who said, ‘can I bring my kids or is it adult 
themed’ and I said there is nothing particu¬ 
larly adult or dodgy.”

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UN-workable solution

THE United Nations’ new refugee 
centre in Calais will do little to stop 
would-be migrants flocking to the 
port in the hope of getting to Kent. 

That’s the view of Ashford MP and shadow 
immigration minister, Damian Green. 

The United Nations’ refugee agency 
UNHCR will now be at the French port full 
time to help hundreds of migrants, refugees 
and asylum seekers living in the squalor of 
what has become known as ‘the Jungle’. 

The French Government has already 
revealed plans to level the area and clamp 
down on illegal migrants, but the UN wanted 
to go one step further. 

The UNHCR pulled out of the port in 2002 
after the notorious Sangatte centre was final¬ 
ly closed down - but ironically there are still 
talks between the French and British govern¬ 
ments over a new holding centre inside the 
UK zone at the docks. 

They both say this would allow them to send 
illegal immigrants back to their home nations 
much more easily. 

Now UN officials have moved back in with 
the sole purpose of providing information to 
the 1,500 migrants insisting on living around 
the area. 

Some of that advice will include details of 
the asylum policy in the UK. 

They are informed clearly that if they 
arrived in the UK illegally and are caught, 
they could face a return to the Continent or to 
their country of origin, unless granted asylum. 

The UNHCR describes relations between the 
foreigners and the people of Calais as “tense”.

Mr Green said he does not believe the UN 
centre will encourage migrants to dash to 
Calais in even greater numbers - but he 
doubts it will do any good either. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “I wish them well, 
but I don’t think it will solve the problem. 

“It will only work if people from all over 
the world realised Britain’s borders were 
secure. That is what will stop people gathering 
at Calais. 

“I am sure the UNHCR will give them good 
advice and try to persuade them to go back, 
but I think that before they start their journey 
they need to know they are not going to get 
into Britain. 

“This is because once they come halfway 
across the world to the French coast it’s 
unlikely they won’t give up from there. 

“The message needs to go out that Britain’s 
borders are difficult to penetrate, but unfortu¬ 


nately for the past 10 years, Britain’s borders 
have been extremely easy to penetrate which is 
why so many use the route into Kent to get here. 

“I don’t think the UNHCR will encourage 
more to try. They have all the best motives and 
I hope they do some good but I just don’t think 
it will make much difference.” 

The UK Borders Agency said: “Last year 
alone UK Border Agency staff at our French 
and Belgium controls, not only searched more 
than one million lorries but also stopped 
28,000 attempts to cross the Channel illegally. 

“The message is clear that the only way to 
live and work in France and the UK is by 
legal routes. 

“Working alongside our French colleagues, 
we will continue to offer support and humani¬ 
tarian assistance to those who genuinely need 
it, but if people are not in need of protection we 
expect them to return home.” 


Raw deal for 
job hunters? 

JOBSEEKERS face being frozen out by 
the Government as they struggle to find 
work during the recession. 

According to the Conservatives, the four 
months it will take for the New Deal 
employment training programme to be 
replaced by the ‘flexible New Deal’ will lead 
to jobless people missing out on help when 
they need it most. 

Accusation 

However, the Department for Work and 
Pensions (DWP) denies the changeover of 
the scheme - currently run in Kent by TBG 
Learning - will lead to gaps in provision. 

The Tories made the accusation following 
the announcement that from Monday, 
June 29, New Deal providers across the 
country will no longer accept referrals. 

This is despite its replacement pro¬ 
gramme not due to come in until October. 

Shadow work and pensions secretary 
Theresa May said: “It is outrageous that 
when Britain is facing the highest levels of 
unemployment in decades, the 
Government is cutting the help available 
to people trying to get back into work.”

A DWP spokesman said: ‘We’re increasing 
the support we are giving people and there 
are no gaps in provision. 

“For the long-term unemployed the flexible 
New Deal will give tailor-made support, 
while we will guarantee a job or work-focused 
training to all young people out of work for a 
year or more.” 
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1,000 jobs boost with 
construction of depot

AROUND 1,000 jobs are being cre¬ 
ated with the building of a massive 
Morrisons distribution depot. 

It will be built in Sittingbourne and 
should be open for business by the autumn, 
the supermarket giant said. 

The 920,000 sq ft complex will supply up to 
65 Morrisons stores and be a great help to local 
suppliers who will not have to travel so far. 

The company said the site will significantly 
reduce the number of road miles travelled, 
improve transport efficiency and reduce 
Morrisons’ carbon footprint. 

It estimates it will result in almost 14 mil-

lion fewer miles being travelled per annum, 
equivalent to 2.6m kg of C02 per year. 

A range of high-tech environmental tech¬ 
nologies are proposed to be incorporated in the 
development. 

These will include a system for rain water 
harvesting, and low water use appliances, 


energy-efficient lighting and a cutting-edge 
‘resource recovery’ unit, where cardboard, 
polythene and polystyrene will be recycled 
from supplier packaging. 

The company said almost 1,000 jobs will 
be created in managerial, administrative, 
warehouse, truck and LGV driving, fleet engi¬ 
neer and catering roles. 

Recruitment will take place for approxi¬ 
mately 600 vacancies in the coming months. 

Morrisons logistics director Neal Austin 
said: “This new facility will enable us to better 
service our growing business - so that we can 
continue to deliver exceptional service to our 
customers. 

“We hope this will be a great boost to the 
local economy with 1,000 jobs being created. I 
am confident our move to Sittingbourne will 
further help to regenerate the local area.” 

The site will comprise of two warehouses, 
which Morrisons says will service up to two 
million cases of produce, chilled foods, bread 
and groceries each week. 

The company said: “The network was work¬ 
ing close to its capacity. A big regional distri¬ 
bution centre in the South East enables us 
to lower capacity in the rest of the business. 

“It’s not a question of replacing work, but 
easing some of the stress in the rest of the 
system.”

Killer’s art 
put on eBay 
gets no bids 

AN OBSCENE cartoon said to be by 
Chillenden killer Michael Stone has 
failed to sell on the US version of inter¬ 
net auction site eBay. 

The piece of artwork was listed for 99 
cents, but despite the low price it didn’t 
attract a single bid. 

It was placed online by a man called 
Alexander Baron who runs the 
ismichaelstoneguilty website. 

Baron believes drug-addict Stone was 
wrongly jailed for the 1997 killing of Lin 
Russell and her young daughter Megan 
as they walked home near Chillenden. 

Her other daughter Josie survived the 
brutal assault. 

Baron said wasn’t worried it didn’t sell. 

He said: “I didn’t really expect it to, but 
it keeps the case in the public eye.” 

His £10,000 ‘competition’ to find a pho¬ 
tograph placing Stone somewhere other 
than the murder scene is still running. 

The contest and the cartoon were crit¬ 
icised by Dr Shaun Russell, who now 
lives in Wales. He said it was distressing, 
but not surprising, that someone still 
claims the killer of his wife and daughter 
is innocent. 

The details for the cartoon read on 
eBay: “In 1997, Maidstone man Michael 
Stone was fitted up for a notorious dou¬ 
ble homicide known as the Chillenden 
Murders. 

“You can read the sordid details here,” 
and it lists his website. 

Cow is not 
i-moo-vable 

A COW had to be winched to safety 
through the roof of a milking shed after 
falling down the side of a gantry. 

Farmer Godfrey Palmer, of Amhurst 
Court Farm in Egerton, near Ashford, 
dialled 999 on Tuesday after the animal 
took a tumble several hours earlier. 

An animal rescue unit from 
Faversham attended the scene along 
with regular fire crews from the same 
station, as well as Ashford.

‘Inflammable’ cleaning 
woman in airport arrest 


IT COULD well have been a case of Osama 
bin Scrubbin’ when a woman from Kent tried 
to board a plane reeking of pungent fumes. 

Security stuff were sent reeling by the 
smell from the woman, who was later found 
to have soaked herself in cleaning fluids. 

Worried she was in a position to turn her¬ 
self into a human torch once on board the 
plane, the Russian woman, with an uniden¬ 
tified home in Kent, was taken aside. 

Stunned airport workers found she had a 
cleaning obsession, and had on clothes which 
had been doused in cleaning fluids. The 
chemicals turned out to be non-inflammable. 

She was also apparently carrying several 
cigarette lighters, and even a white powder, 
which again turned out to be harmless. 

The police source said: “It’s easy to see why 
alarm bells started ringing, but it all turned 
out to be perfectly innocent in the end.” 

She was heading for a flight to Lithuania. 

In a statement, Essex Police said: “Police 


arrested a 51-year-old woman from Kent at 
Stansted Airport after she was found to be 
carrying several items which caused con¬ 
cern, namely a quantity of white powder and 
tissues soaked in a liquid. 

“Tests established the powder was sodium 
carbonate, for cleaning, and the liquid in the 
tissues was domestic cleaning fluid. The crys¬ 
tals and liquid were not inflammable or illegal. 

Attention 

“There will be no further action against the 
woman. She has been advised about carrying 
such items on flights.” 

A spokesman for Stansted said: “Our secu¬ 
rity officers detained the woman and the 
police then took over. They satisfied them¬ 
selves and the woman was released. 

“There was no risk there, but her condition 
was slightly unusual. The smell was very 
strong which is what drew the attention. 
There was nothing in her behaviour.” 


Night-time curfew 
for dole fraudster 

A BENEFITS cheat who falsely claimed more 
than £4,500 has been given a three-month 
curfew order. 

John Barnes, 32, of Nine Elms Grove, 
Gravesend, admitted fraud at Dartford 
Magistrates Court after failing to tell 
Gravesham Borough Council and the 
Department for Work and Pensions his part¬ 
ner was living with him and supporting him. 

Barnes, who claimed a total of £4,573 in 
housing, council tax and income support bene¬ 
fits, was ordered by magistrates to pay the 
money back and pay £357 in court costs. 

Barnes, who said he was “ashamed” of 
what he had done, will be tagged and must 
remain indoors at his home between 9pm-4am 
every day. 

If he breaks his curfew the court can impose 
a more severe punishment. 


Moroccan police 
to quiz Securitas 
robbery suspect 

A CAGE fighter accused of plotting the 
£53 million Securitas robbery is to be 
questioned in Morocco at the request of 
Kent Police. 

Lee Murray, 29, from Sidcup, is charged 
with conspiracy to rob, conspiracy to kidnap 
and conspiracy to possess firearms in con¬ 
nection with the raid in Tonbridge, in 
February, 2006. 

A Moroccan court ruled last week that 
Murray would not be extradited to the UK 
because he has joint British and Moroccan 
nationality. 

Now Kent Police have asked their 
Moroccan counterparts to carry out an 
investigation on their behalf. 
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Police scupper speedboat gang 
caught with £1.5m cocaine haul

DRUG smugglers are facing a 
combined prison sentence of 44 
years for trafficking £1.5 million of 
cocaine into Kent using inflatable 
speedboats, writes Jenna Pudelek. 

The five men were arrested after a dramatic 
confrontation with police on Hythe beach, 
which saw some of them try to escape by 
swimming out to sea. 

They were sentenced at Canterbury Crown 
Court on Wednesday 

Ringleader Glen Johnson, 32, a professional 
fighter from Hampshire, was sentenced to nine 
years for conspiring to supply controlled drugs. 
The court heard he had a string of 17 previous 
convictions for crimes including kidnap. 

His brother Ronnie Johnson, 21, also from 
Hampshire, was given eight years for the 
same offence. 

Kym Farid, 30, unemployed and from 
Surrey, and Harvon Davies, 24, from Croydon, 
both received a nine-year prison sentence for 
the crime. 

Josiah Johnson, 21, from Hampshire, a 
cousin of the Johnson brothers, was the only 
gang member to plead not guilty. He was con¬ 
victed and given a nine-year prison sentence. 

The investigation was sparked after the 
Coastguard spotted two people trying to pad¬ 
dle an inflatable boat across the Channel in 
August, 2008. 

French police picked up the boat and hand¬ 
ed the two men, the Johnson brothers, over to 


officers at Dover docks. They claimed they had 
been drinking alcohol before deciding to take 
the boat out to sea, but were swept into the 
busy shipping lane. 

On September 13, last year, at 4am, police 
were called to Hythe beach after reports that 
an inflatable boat had come ashore. 

Serious 

Glen Johnson, who was seen swimming in 
the sea after getting rid of a black dry suit, was 
arrested along with his brother Ronnie, who 
was also in a dry suit and hiding behind rocks 
on the beach. 

Their cousin Josiah was arrested as he tried 
to hide in the water near some rocks, and Farid 


was running along the beach at the time. 

A car officers spotted at the seafront sped 
away from the scene, but was later stopped. 

Police found a black holdall with 12 packages 
wrapped in brown tape and a smaller cylinder 
packet containing nearly 13 kilos of cocaine. 

Det Insp Eddie Fox, from the serious organ¬ 
ised crime unit led the investigation. 

He said: “The five men sentenced were part 
of a significant organised crime group that 
was probably one of the most prolific gangs 
involved in this type of criminality. 

“Throughout the investigation they lied and 
were unco-operative when interviewed. 

“In dismantling this group and bringing these 
men to justice, we have probably saved lives.” 


He said the investigation had taken him and 
his team of detectives across Kent, 
Hampshire, Surrey, London, Middlesex, Essex 
and northern France. 

As he sentenced the gang, Recorder Peter 
Judge Morgan said: “You all played a part in a 
sophisticated operation. There is no doubt that 
the offence is so serious that only an immedi¬ 
ate sentence of imprisonment is justified. 
Although you all played different roles in the 
operation, you were all critical to it.” 

Since the investigation, Kent Police has 
formed an alliance with other forces in the 
South East to improve the protection of the 
region’s coastline and waterways through 
Project Kraken.

THE DEVASTATING 
effects of climate change are 
already destroying the lives 
of people in some of the 
world’s poorest countries. 

Shorbanu Khutun, a survivor of 
Cyclone Aila from Gabura in 
Bangladesh, and Constance Okollet, 
a mother from the Tororo region of 
Uganda, spoke to Kent on Sunday 
about how their communities have 
been affected by global warming. 

The two women will be among the 
speakers at an event tomorrow 
organised by Oxfam in Calverley 
Park, Tunbridge Wells, to raise 
awareness about climate change. 

If we fail to act on climate change 
now temperatures in Kent could soar 
by IOC by 2080, according to the lat¬ 
est Government calculations. 

There would be more heatwaves, 
droughts and flooding. But these 
kinds of extreme weather conditions 
are already affecting countries like 
Uganda and Bangladesh. 

Mrs Okollet, a community worker,

said access to clean water in Uganda 
is a major problem and in her village 
of Asinget there is only one borehole 
serving 1,600 people. 

“Climate change is bad because 
when it comes to drought all crops 
dry up. For the last two months there 
has been a lot of sunshine that has 
led to poor harvest, hunger and mal¬ 
nutrition. When it comes to floods, 
crops and homes break down.” 

The area’s subsistence farmers pro¬ 
duce crops including maize, bananas, 
potatoes, soya beans and sorghum. 

“There is noticeable change in sea-

sons - more droughts then erratic, 
destructive rains that lead to floods. 

“The food production is very low 
and some people in my village fail to 
get a day’s food at all.” 

The 45-year-old, who lives in a 
country where half the population is 
below the international poverty line, 
said that over the past two months 
droughts had caused crops to dry up. 

Flooding is also a problem, she 
said: “In 2007 we had a heavy flood 
which we shall never easily recover 
from. Just recently in April mini¬ 
floods affected crops. 

“All the crops are washed away and 
if not, they are covered by water and 
soil, which makes them rot.” 

The World Development Move¬ 
ment claims if energy giant E.ON 
gets approval to build a new coal- 
fired power station at Kingsnorth it 
could be responsible for 100,000 more 
people in the developing world losing 
their water supply in dry seasons. 

Help 

Mrs Okollet thought rich countries 
like the UK should be doing more to 
stop climate change: “This problem of 
unpredictable season changes is 
caused by overseas rich countries 
and that for them they can help their 
people when there is a problem.” 

Bangladesh is more exposed to the 
effects of global warming than any 
other country in the world. 

Cyclone Aila struck in May and left 
Mrs Khatun, 38, her four children and 
her parents homeless: “I saw water 
everywhere coming towards us and 
people in boats escaping. Soon the 
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water trapped us and we had to climb 
onto our roof. The walls collapsed, so 
then we were floating on the roof.” 

Across the country, more than 
200 people were killed and more 
than 500,000 left homeless. 


Mra Khatun is among around 
6,000 families living on the one 
street in the village left above water 
and using tarpaulin for shelter.

THE economic downturn will 
break inertia in the NHS and 
force healthcare professionals to 
be innovative, a leading physi¬ 
cian has claimed. 

Professor William Roche, medical director at 
NHS South East Coast, the strategic health 
authority (SHA) covering Kent, Surrey and 
Sussex, said the likely budget cuts would 
mean “we cannot afford to harm people”. 

The NHS is facing a funding shortfall of 
between £8bn-£10bn for the three years 
after 2011 due to the effects of the recession. 

Confident 

“We have about 18 months before the pub¬ 
lic sector really feels the bite,” Prof Roche 
said. “What we have to do is get ourselves 
doing things better and smoother so we are 
driving out the money wasted by harming 
people. We cannot afford to harm people. 
This really helps focus the quality agenda.” 

Prof Roche is leading a team of nine clini¬ 
cal experts from across the SHA’s region, 
including two from Kent, who will be 
responsible for designing how healthcare 
will be provided over the next decade. 

He was confident the implications of the

Dr Steve Pollack, pic¬ 
tured right, a consultant 
neurologist at Kent and 
Canterbury Hospital, is 
among nine clinical 
experts from across Kent, 

Surrey and Sussex cho¬ 
sen by NHS South East 
Coast to find the best 
ways of caring for people 
in future. He said he was interested in devel¬ 
oping “radical new ways” to deliver treat¬ 
ment and said he was pleased to be heading 
up acute care because there were “very real 
problems” to tackle. 

“Acute care is about how we manage emer¬ 
gencies, and my specific remit is to ensure 
patients with heart attacks, strokes and 
major trauma are handled in specialised 
centres right across the strategic health 
authority (SHA),” Dr Pollack said. 

“It’s about what patients need and how they 
can be better and more quickly managed, 
because in the past there’s been a policy of: ‘If 
you’re not sure, bring them into hospital’. 

“This ‘admit-to-decide’ policy is being 
changed to a more structured programme.” 

He said problems had been created

recession and the Government being forced 
to rein in public spending would not affect 
the authority’s 10-year vision - Healthier 
People, Excellent Care. 

“Demand is going to increase and money 
will not increase pro rata,” he said. “Quality 
is better value.” 

One of the SHA’s pledges in its strategy is 
a zero-tolerance approach to superbugs and 
to have no avoidable cases of hospital- 
acquired MRS A by 2011 and fewer than 
2,000 cases of Clostridium difficile per year. 

“Driving up quality will reduce cost,” Prof 
Roche said. “It is the only way to do it sensi¬ 
bly. If no-one gets MRSA we won’t be paying 
thousands of pounds every infection.” 

He said one year on from the launch of the 
strategy, which followed health minister Lord 
Darzi’s NHS review, the plans were on target. 

‘Hospitals will be lean in terms of available 
money from 2011. We have to improve quality 
and reduce unnecessary spending, and look at 
models of care outside hospitals,” he said. 

Prof Roche said the downturn has brought 
the NHS freedom to innovate - but has also 
made it imperative. He warned the NHS

because of a change in the way GPs provide 
out-of-hours services. When people call their 
surgery at night they are put through to a 
service staffed by GPs who cover a large 
area and will not have first-hand knowledge 
of the patients’ conditions, he said. 

“They are more likely to send you to hospi¬ 
tal and this is not necessarily the best way of 
managing these patients,” he said. 

Disruption 

There needs to be a shift in emphasis to 
more thorough, structured care. So if you 
have an asthma attack, instead of being 
automatically admitted, a paramedic 
administers the right drugs in your home. 

“This will avoid problems of bringing people 
into hospitals - such as infections, being dis¬ 
placed from family and the disruption. It will 
be about taking acute care to the patient.” 

The ambulance service will play a big part 
in the way acute care is provided in future. 

Dr Pollack said: “The management of 


had to learn after cutbacks harmed patient 
care during previous recessions. 

He said: “Economic cycles have not always 
been responded to in the most intelligent 
ways and people recognise that. Short-term 
cuts to staffing levels mean you end up 
employing agency staff who don’t have the 
quality and people spend longer in hospital. 
So this time we have to be really clever.” 

A recent survey by the British Medical 
Association found that nine out of 10 people 
expect cuts to NHS services. 

Liberating 

“We should expect efficiencies rather than 
cuts,” Prof Roche said. ‘We will be having to 
push for efficiency but in a sensible way 
because that is also the cheapest way.” 

He added: “I think it is going to be liberat¬ 
ing in some ways. We will be asking why we 
do it this way. It will be the role of innova¬ 
tors to deliver a better health service. 

“No-one wants to spend a long time in hos¬ 
pital, having lots of investigations. If we can do 
it more efficiently it’s better for the patients, it 
reduces costs and is better for the taxpayer.” 
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heart attacks is one of the great success sto¬ 
ries of the NHS. We’ve seen a decline in mor¬ 
tality with [clot-busting] drugs being deliv¬ 
ered before patients reach hospital.” 

He said Kent was ahead of the rest of the 
SHA in terms of developing a specialist cen¬ 
tre for heart attack patients, which is due to 
open at the William Harvey Hospital, 
Ashford, in April, 2010. Heart attack 
patients across the county will be taken 
there for expert care from consultant cardi¬ 
ologists, 24 hours a day, using the latest 
techniques. But there is a national shortage 
of cardiologists. 

“Everyone’s aware that after the next elec¬ 
tion there will be a reduction in the amount 
available for the NHS. Whatever the 
Government says, it’s clear we’re going to go 
through lean times.” 

Asked how he saw acute care being provid¬ 
ed in future, he said: “Undoubtedly you will 
see specialisation - specialist centres for dif¬ 
ferent problems. This takes pressure off 
A&E and other departments because they 
will not be looking after heart attacks, for 
example. There will be more centres dealing 
with minor injuries and with specialist 
requirements. The days of all-singing, all¬ 
dancing A&Es are on the wane. 

“If you have a problem it’s better to go to a 
specialist hospital. It’s very important to 
deliver care as close to home as possible - 
but not if that means it’s not the best care.” 


Staff shortages shut A&E overnight 


A RECRUITMENT crisis has forced 
overnight closures at the casualty unit of a 
hospital run by a trust with vacancy rates 
for doctors and nurse of up to 42 per cent. 

Queen Mary’s Hospital in Sidcup (QMS) 
was already set to lose its casualty depart¬ 
ment by 2011, but recruitment problems 
have accelerated the plans and from August 
it will be shut between midnight and 8am. 

The loss of A&E at the QMS is part of far- 
reaching plans to shake up hospital services 
in north Kent and south-east London and 
were approved by the former health secre¬ 
tary Alan Johnson despite overwhelming 
local opposition. 

“It’s inevitable they cannot recruit staff to 
a unit that’s going to close. There’s an air of 
doom across the whole operation,” said John 
Lister, of campaign group London Health

Emergency. The newly formed supertrust, 
South London Healthcare NHS, which was 
created by merging the QMS, Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital in Woolwich and 
Bromley Hospitals, has a deficit of £20.4m 
and an accumulated debt of £121.5m. 
Savings for the trust from the plans, which 


also include the downgrading of maternity 
services at QMS, are said to total £30m. A 
trust official said: “All our A&E units are fac¬ 
ing significant clinical staff vacancy rates - 
ranging up to 42 per cent - and it is becom¬ 
ing increasingly clear that in August, when 
a new cohort of trainee junior doctors joins 
us, we will receive fewer junior doctors than 
we need in A&E. We have been trying to 
recruit doctors from abroad and within the 
UK, but with limited success. 

“There is a national shortage of doctors 
with experience in A&E medicine and few 
are keen to join a unit they know will be 
closing over the next few months. 

‘We will therefore need to close the QMS 
A&E overnight from August onwards.” 

The trust said only a small number of 
patients would be affected by the closure. 
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Fossil hunters 
paddle back in 
time with rare 
find on beach

A MUDDY paddle dug up 
on the coastline is thought 
to be a Bronze Age relic of 
national importance. 

The wooden artefact was discov¬ 
ered during an expedition on the 
Long Rock spit at Swalecliffe, near 
Whitstable, late last month. 

If tests show it has survived from 
the Bronze Age - which in Britain is 
considered to be the period between 
2700 and 700BC - then it will be one 
of only seven similar finds in the UK. 

The expedition was led by Andy 
Oxford of the Kent Regionally 
Important Geological Sites (RIGS) 
group, who was helping children find 
fossils as part of Wildwood animal 
park’s annual fossil roadshow 

He said: “If what we believe is 
right then this paddle is absolutely 
of national importance and I think 
it will be referred to the Brit¬ 
ish Museum. 

“If there are only five or six in the 
country then it’s obviously very 
uncommon to find one. 

“It’s unlikely we’ll find any other 
boat parts here, but you never know 
with coastal erosion. 

“It’s strange at Long Rock as there 
can be almost no erosion for a long 


time and then it can be quite rapid. 

“By walking there regularly like we 
do you notice the changes. It was 
lucky the paddle was spotted when it 
was because it might not have been 
as noticeable for long.” 

Fantastic 

After digging up the paddle, along 
with its broken-off tip, Mr Oxford 
attached it to a splint and took it 
back to Wildwood so it could be con¬ 
served in a freshwater tank. 

It will now be taken away by 
archaeologists who will use tree-ring 
and carbon dating techniques to con¬ 
firm its age. 

Mr Oxford said: ‘When you deal 
with beach sites, geologists and 
archaeologists need to work together 


because the two fields become tangled. 

‘We need to know who to talk to 
and what to do quickly after we 
make a find like this, and it’s impor¬ 
tant we keep checking these sites to 
ensure we don’t miss anything.” 

About 50 people took part in the 
Long Rock artefact hunt, which 
followed on from a fossil exhibition 
held at Wildwood. 

The paddle was spotted by the hus¬ 
band of the animal park’s head of 
education, Anne Riddell. 

She said: “These events are always 
popular and people always find 
something of interest, but to poten¬ 
tially find something as important as 
a Bronze Age paddle is fantastic and 
was really exciting for the people 
who came on the fossil hunt.” 


Lying health boss 
gets new NHS job 

A SENIOR health official jailed for lying 
about his qualifications has landed another 
top NHS job. 

Lee Whitehead, 45, was fired from his 
£78,000 post as director of planning and 
modernisation at Stoke-on-Trent Primary 
Care Trust when officials discovered he had 
falsely claimed to have had a doctorate and 
Masters degree. 

He served three weeks of a 12-week sen¬ 
tence in prison for the offence but has now 
been appointed Bexley Care Trust’s service 
development manager in commissioning. 

A spokesman said: “Mr Whitehead 
acknowledges he made a mistake and error 
of judgement and declared this in his appli¬ 
cation to Bexley Care Trust.

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Power bosses unite 
with union to avoid 
foreign workers row 


UNION chiefs will seek a 
meeting with the owners of a 
new power station to prevent 
a repeat of an ongoing dis¬ 
pute over foreign workers. 

Since late last year Unite has been 
putting pressure on foreign subcon¬ 
tractors helping to build a new gas- 
fired plant on the Isle of Grain to 
employ more British tradesmen. 

While the situation has improved, 
the union is eager to avoid similar 
problems when work on nearby 
Damhead Creek 2 station - which is in 
the planning stages - gets under way. 

Regional officer Neil Willoughby 
said: “The problem at the Isle of 
Grain was that once the building con¬ 
tract had started, it was very difficult 
for us to change things. 

“That’s why we are seeking a meet¬ 
ing with (Damhead Creek owner) 
ScottishPower to get in early and try 
and secure a suitable clause in that 
contract. This sort of thing needs to 
be sorted at the planning stage.” 

A planning application for the £500 
million Damhead Creek 2 is due to

be submitted this summer. Should 
approval be granted, the building of 
the gas-powered station will support 
up to 1,000 construction jobs over 
three years and inject an estimated 
£27m per year into the Medway 
economy during its 25-year lifespan. 

National representatives of both 
Unite and ScottishPower met earlier 
this year, and the outcome of the 
meeting suggests Mr Willoughby has 
little to worry about. 

Strong workforce 

A spokesman for the energy giant 
said: “ScottishPower continues to 
support UK labour and recognises 
the skills, competence and strong 
health and safety record of both 
employees and our UK contracting 
workforce. We met with Unite in 
May, who confirmed ScottishPower is 
a good, locally-focused employer 
whose key contractors were fulfilling 
their requirements under the nation¬ 
al agreement for the engineering 


construction industry.” 

Meanwhile, Unite is slowly secur¬ 
ing more jobs for British workers at 
the Isle of Grain station. Mr 
Willoughby told Kent on Sunday 
that a recently-appointed Italian 
firm was willing to take on British 
workers and the UK-based EI.WHF 
had also landed a major contract. 

The union says the inequality issue 
arose because the firm overseeing 
the building of the station - French 
multinational Alstom - did not place 
a clause in the tendering contract 
that says subcontractors should seek 
to employ British workers. 

The row intensified in March when 
a contract leaked to the GMB union 
proved that one of the Polish firms 
had been paying Polish tradesmen 
£4 less than the nationally-agreed 
rate. This has since been rectified. 

Mr Willoughby said: “I think the 
relationship between us is improving 
now. However, British workers are 
still in the minority at Grain and 
we’re still not happy about how many 
jobs are available. 

“The issues are ongoing and I think 
will be until the end of the project.”

A TEENAGER has braved her fear 
of jellyfish to swim the Channel in 
aid of a children’s hospice. 

Victoria Ross left Dover Harbour in the 
early hours of Wednesday along with the five 
other members of the relay team who took up 
the challenge. 

On Thursday, the tired but jubilant 15-year- 
old said: “It was very, very hard work. The 
conditions started off really good and we 
thought this is going to be really nice. But 
after about four hours it completely turned, 
the fog came down and the waves got bigger, 
which made it harder... when we reached 
France it was amazing.” 

The team made it to Calais in 13 hours and 
41 minutes, beating their target of between 
16 and 20 hours. 

Victoria has raised £3,000 of the £5,000 she 
hopes to collect for Demelza Hospice Care for 
Children, which is based in Sittingboume 
and has two other residential hospices, 
including one in south east London and 
another in East Sussex. 

James Hunt, a fundraising manger for 
Demelza, said: ‘"Victoria faced freezing tem¬ 
peratures, oil tankers, cargo vessels and 
dodging jellyfish, and we are truly honoured 
she has chosen us as her charity.” 

Victoria said she chose to support Demelza 


after Mr Hunt took her on a tour around the 
charity’s new centre in Eltham: “I went to 
visit Demelza and I just thought it was fan¬ 
tastic and that what they did was really 
worthwhile. When I was doing my swim I 
thought about the charity and it really helped 
keep me going.” 

The pupil at the James Allen Girls School 
in Dulwich, south east London, said inherit¬ 
ing the “mad gene” from her mother had 
inspired her to take on the challenge. But it 
was not the tough two-hour swims she would 


have to do as part of the relay team that wor¬ 
ried her most - but her fear of jellyfish. 

She said fear of encountering the stinging 
sea creatures had sent her into panic attacks. 

But she braved the swim wearing only the 
one-piece swimsuit allowed in the Channel¬ 
swimming rules, she said: “I didn’t get stung, 
two people saw them, but they weren’t really 
a problem. It was the weather turning that 
was the real challenge in the end.”

Another MP to 
step down at 
next election 

LABOUR MP Derek Wyatt has announced 
he will quit at the next General Election. 

The Sittingboume and Sheppey repre¬ 
sentative holds the smallest majority of any 
of his fellow party members in Kent — 79 — 
and was expected to face another tough bat¬ 
tle with Tory candidate Gordon Henderson. 

Yet the 59-year-old told reporters his deci¬ 
sion to step down was for personal reasons, 
not because he expected to lose his seat. 

Mr Wyatt was speaking at an IT confer¬ 
ence in Korea this week, but a message 
announcing his retirement was posted on 
his website. It read: “Derek wrote to local 
party members last Friday, to close friends 
and colleagues across the political divide 
and to his weekly newsletter recipients. 

“He has already received a large number 
of emails from constituents thanking him 
for his service to the community.” 

Mr Wyatt added in a statement: “I have 
had a ball as the MP for Sittingboume and 
Sheppey and have done my very best for 
them in Parliament.” 

The former England rugby international 
was elected in the 1997 landslide, but came 
perilously close to losing his seat to Gordon 
Henderson four years ago. 

Mr Henderson said he believed he could 
have beaten Mr Wyatt at the next General 
Election and criticised him for waiting until 
then to stand down. 

Mr Wyatt is the fourth Kent MP to 
announce he will not contest his seat at the 
polls. Fellow Labour MP Bob Marshall- 
Andrews (Medway) will also step down, as 
will Tories Ann Widdecombe (Maidstone 
and The Weald) and Michael Howard 
(Folkestone and Hythe).

COUNTER-terrorism 
agents at MI5 should not be 
made scapegoats for failing 
to stop the London bomb¬ 
ings, claims a scholar. 

Dr Thomas Hennessey - who has 
written a new book on the history of 
the UK’s security service - says while 
mistakes were made over the July 7, 
2005, atrocities, the agency was oth¬ 
erwise doing an excellent job in pro¬ 
tecting its people. 

The reader of history at Canterbury 
Christ Church University added that 
because of the huge amount of intelli¬ 
gence received by MI5 every day, 
mistakes are bound to happen from 
time to time. 

He said: “You have to say that they 
couldn’t cope with the sheer scale of 
what they were dealing with. 

“Intelligence is an art, not a sci¬ 
ence. MI5 has to make real life-or- 
death decisions and sometimes peo¬ 
ple make mistakes. 

“I think that’s what happened with 
the London bombings. 

“They are bombarded with materi¬ 
al daily and have to prioritise it all 
and decide what is important and 
what is not as important. 

“Unfortunately, while they may 
stop a terrorist attack in one place, 
that might prevent them from stop¬ 
ping another tragedy elsewhere. 

“I hope people will understand the 
sort of pressures MI5 is faced with in 
an uncertain and evolving security 
environment post-9/11. 

“It’s one we are all going to have to 
live with for a long time to come.

“What we have to remember is that 
everything they do is in our best 
interests and generally they make 
the best decisions to protect us.” 

Together with co-author Claire 
Thomas, Dr Hennessey, 42, wrote 
Spooks: The Unofficial History of MI5, 
to coincide with the 100th anniver¬ 
sary of the agency’s formation. 

Troubles 

The book, which draws from previ¬ 
ously unpublished secret sources as 
well as former agents’ memoirs and 
terrorist court cases, was officially 
launched at the Folkestone branch of 
Waterstone’s last week. 

Guest of honour was the town’s MP, 
former Conservative Party leader 
Michael Howard. 

Dr Hennessey said: “I wanted to 
write something about MI5 because I 
had another interest in Northern 
Ireland and a lot of what went on 
with the Troubles went on at a level 
below what the public could see. 


“The more you get into the subject, 
the more you see how huge a part 
MI5 has played over the years.” 

During World War Two for 
instance, they were brilliantly effec¬ 
tive and managed to convince Hitler 
that the D-Day landings in 
Normandy were an elaborate diver¬ 
sion to the real landings at Calais. 

“Had it not been for Hitler himself 
ordering his troops to stay at Calais, 
our fighters could have easily been bat¬ 
tered back into the English Channel. 

“The exploits of some of MI5’s 
agents - such as Zigzag, Brutus and 
Garbo in World War Two - seem 
straight out of a James Bond story. 
But they were real people.” 

The global popularity of the James 
Bond series of films has given many 
people a distorted view of MI5, espe¬ 
cially as the fictional spy actually 
works for the secret intelligence serv¬ 
ice MI6. 

MI5 is primarily concerned with 
country’s internal security, and MI6 
with external security. 

A fan of Ian Fleming’s best-known 
creation, Dr Hennessey said the 
inner workings of the agency were a 
lot less glamorous in reality. 

He said: “The thing with films like 
Bond and television programmes like 
Spooks is that everything is solved in 
an hour, whereas the reality is that 
agents usually spend months or even 
years following a target. 

“And from World War One up until 
the Cold War, it was always human 
intelligence rather than fancy gadgets 
that had been most useful to MI5. 

“The last 10 or 15 years have seen 
technology become a lot more sophis¬ 
ticated, but you still need that 
human intelligence. 

“Having somebody on the ground is 
still absolutely vital.”

Emergency services play 
out doomsday scenario

AN EMERGENCY services’ 
dress rehearsal for dealing with 
the aftermath of a dirty bomb 
suggests the terrorist threat to 
Kent remains high. 

More than 1,000 police, fire and ambu¬ 
lance workers took part in the exercise. 

Earlier this year Assistant Chief 
Constable Gary Beautridge told Kent on 
Sunday the county was a prime target for 
attack due to its large number of iconic 
locations, one of which was close to where 
last weekend’s huge training exercise 
took place. 

The scenario that was tested was a ‘radi¬ 
ological explosion’ - or dirty bomb attack - 
at a fictional college near Dover Castle, com¬ 
plete with actors and fake blood. 

It took more than a year to plan and is 
thought to be one of the largest ever 
rehearsals for such a terrorist threat. 

Deputy Chief Constable Adrian Leppard 
oversaw the exercise on behalf of Kent Police. 

He said: “This has been a really important 
exercise for us and our partner agencies, 
and we are all really pleased at how well it 
went. This particular scenario was a radio¬ 
logical device which presented, as you can 
imagine, a lot of challenges. 

“We had police, fire and ambulance teams 
on the ground to decontaminate and treat a 
number of casualties. 

“The importance of exercises like this to 
the people of Kent is that if any major inci¬ 
dent was to happen next week or next 
month, then we know we and our partner 
agencies can respond effectively to any¬ 
thing that may come into our county.” 

Radiological explosions involve terrorists 
combining explosive materials with nuclear 
waste - hence the term dirty bomb. 

Toxic rubbish 

Last week the European Commission 
unveiled proposals to boost the Continent’s 
defences against such attacks by making it 
more difficult for people to get hold of toxic 
rubbish and by improving the sharing of 
information between its member nations. 

The Dover Castle operation - codenamed 
Saxon Shore after the Roman forts found 
on both sides of the Channel - also involved 
police, fire and ambulance workers from 
Essex as well as staff from Kent County 
Council and Dover District Council. 

The Home Office and the Department of 
Health helped co-ordinate the project, while 
the Health Protection Agency oversaw simi¬ 
lar role-play exercises at Maidstone Hospital 
and the William Harvey Hospital in Ashford. 

Mr Leppard said: “Every agency has the 
opportunity to test itself and its own staff in 
regular exercises and training, but it is only 
when you bring all the agencies together 
that you can really develop the learning 
necessary about how we would all respond 
to a real incident on the ground.” 

Kent Police has a legal responsibility 
under the Civil Contingencies Act to test its 
emergency procedures on a regular basis. 

Mr Leppard said the exercise had no 
impact on everyday policing in Kent as all 
those involved would not normally have 
been on duty.

Doctors have given vital sense back to charity worker

AN OPERATION to fix the nose of 
a charity worker has allowed him 
to experience a new world of smells 
and tastes with an almost childlike 
enthusiasm. 

Aaron Lamb, who grew up in Strood, lost his 
sense of smell when, as a scrappy 11-year-old, 
he got into a fight a school that saw his face 
smashed into the concrete playground. 

Now after 17 years of not being able to smell 
even the most pungent scents or breathe 
through his nose, he is taking delight in every¬ 
thing from the exotic aromas of Cambodian 
markets to the whiffy kitchen bin. 

“It’s quite funny actually, even now I’m find¬ 
ing new things are surprising me all the time,” 
he said. “I think it was Johnson’s Baby Oil 
lotion this morning and it smelt like candles. 

“I asked my fiancee why she smelt of candles 
and she said it’s just the moisturiser I use.” 

Mr Lamb had his deviated septum fixed last 
September by Whittington NHS Trust in 
north London, which has allowed him not only 
to taste his fiancee Eliza’s expert cooking but 
also experience the rush of memory brought 
on by a specific smell that most people take for 
granted. 

The 28-year-old said: “The other day I was 
walking down the street on the way to work 


and there is this hardware shop opening its 
shutters. 

“I must have smelt wood or sawdust and it 
reminded me of when I was younger, of my 
grandad’s shed where he would make cricket 
bats out of old wardrobes. I have literally not 
thought of that since I was five-years-old. 

“I’ve only had that experience twice so far, 


but it made me shiver. One of the reasons I did 
this is because smell is such a big thing for 
memories, I did not want to go another 20 
years into the future and not remember the 
smell of them. 

“My memory is absolutely terrible and I 
think it might be to do with things not being 
stimulated by smell and that process in my 
head.” 

Asked why it took him so long to have his 
nose fixed, Mr Lamb said when he was 
younger he was too busy playing Action 
Man and rough and tumble to be bothered 
by it. 

In his self-conscious teens he did not want 
to walk around with a big patch over his 
nose and was “busy chasing girls”.

Throughout his childhood he hid the fact 
that he could not smell, but later at university 
it became something to make him stand out 
and an unusual party trick. 

Asked if he now feels less unique, he said: 
“Not at all, when you’re at uni it’s a time when 
you’re really carving your identity and some¬ 
thing that was good to have, but now I’m a bit 
older it is so much sweeter in the world to be 
able to have a full set of senses.” 

Mr Lamb, who works for the international ani¬ 
mal welfare charity Spana that helps animals in 
some of the world’s poorest countries, said he 
recently returned to Cambodia for the second 
time and revelled in the country’s fragrance. 

“I had no idea at all what it would be like - 
it blew my mind,” he said. “The senses and the 
complexities to smells that linger in different 
parts of the markets were amazing. 

Blood 

“It really has changed my life in such a sub¬ 
tle way. What has been amazing is smelling 
the insidious, subtle things that go on in the 
background.” 

After waking up from the operation to the 
metallic smell of blood, Mr Lamb’s first pleasant 
sniff was the smell after it rains followed by the 
“amazing” taste of a chicken mayo sandwich. 

“In the first two months it was really weird 
things like the bin, I knew it smelt disgusting 
but I would smell it anyway,” he said. “It 
sounds so surreal and I guess it was to me, I 
was just like a little child.” 

He added: “It has been something that has 
subtlely changed my perspective on the world. 

“It is so difficult to describe it is just the 
thing of waking up and smelling the pillow 
next to you and knowing it smells different to 
yours. The smells of food as you walk down the 
street to work past cafes and coffee shops.”

A TROUPE of morris dancers 
want to educate the public about 
why they blacken their faces - 
after they were banned from per¬ 
forming at a school. 

The Motley ‘Border’ Morris Men said the 
reason their faces are turned black is 
because of an ancient tradition, not because 
of any racist connotations. 

Years ago, dancers in the Welsh borders 
use burned cork to cover their faces so 
neighbours wouldn’t recognise them as they 
begged for money on the streets. 

Disguise 

Squire of the Dartford-based Motley 
dancers is Peter Hargreaves. 

He said: ‘We are very disappointed to 
have our third cancellation this year. 

“I think it’s a case where we are booked, 
and then someone sees our webpage with 
the picture on the front with some of the 
dancers in blackened faces.” 

The latest to pull the plug on the dancers 
was Chantry Primary School in Gravesend. 

Mr Hargreaves said: “They thought we 
might cause some offence with the black 
make-up.

“It seems those that have cancelled won¬ 
dered if the faces would cause offence with 
the audiences. 

“What we really want to do is educate peo¬ 
ple to what it’s all about, which is a disguise. 

“We are not pretending to be Afro- 
Caribbean or anything like that. It’s a 
disguise farm workers used to use if they 
didn’t want to be seen to be begging when 
they were out dancing on the street for 
money. 

“We could change and not use the black 
faces any more, but it is really down to 
how it is perceived. 

“There are other sides in the UK that 
perform in exactly the same way. It is a 
tradition, so should we change that tradi¬ 
tion or not? 

“The background is that it has nothing 
to do with any kind of racist aspect. It’s 
about disguise. 

“If that is misinterpreted then it 
is more about education than people’s 
perception.” 

The side was founded in 1981, and sec¬ 
retary Jim Snelling said: “I understand 


the school’s concern, but it is a shame they 
didn’t take the opportunity to find out or ask 
us along to have a discussion about this fair¬ 
ly important part of our culture.” 

Chantry Primary headteacher Hazel King 
refused to talk about the cancellation. 

But in a statement, the school said: ‘We 
organised the event to bring a diverse and 
fragile community together. 

“To celebrate all cultures we booked a mor¬ 
ris troupe having failed to recognise the pos¬ 
sible significance for our community of their 
tradition to perform with blackened faces, 
and for this we sincerely apologise. 

“We found ourselves in a difficult position 
of weighing up any potential offence versus 
not wishing to compromise the morris 
dancers’ tradition. 

“It’s a ‘damned if we do, damned if we don’t’ 
scenario and quite understandably it will be 
a talking point as to the rights and wrongs of 
our decision. 

“I apologise to the morris troupe for any 
inconvenience caused and ask for people’s 
understanding at what was a difficult but 
well-intended decision.”

MEMORIES of a much-loved 
town park will be put on public 
display before large parts of the 
land are built on.

Some are happy - one man told 
us he proposed to his wife in the park - 
while some were sadder, such as the man 
whose sister contracted polio from the pad¬ 
dling pool. 

Much loved 

“The people of Dartford were really gen¬ 
erous and we never knew what story would 
be told next. Sue and I both had a really 
lovely time and we’re looking forward to the 
exhibition.” 

Members of the public who donated their 
memories were asked to write them down 
on a piece of paper, which the artists have 
encased, decorated and hung from the ceil¬ 
ing of Dartford library. 

Work created by Franny and Sue will also 
be on display, as well as that of fellow 
Hextable Art Studio members Caroline 
Gould and Britta von Zweigbergk. 

Franny said: “The park is much-loved and 
much-used and I think a lot of people in 
Dartford are concerned about what will 
happen to it in the future. Thankfully it 
looks like any redevelopment is several 
years away yet. 

“So many people were happy to give us 
their memories and a lot have been asking 
about when the exhibition will start, so it 
looks like they’re looking forward to it.”

Fishing businesses 
face end of the line 
if Euro law passed 


A U-TURN by the European Commission 
over controversial plans for new fishing quo¬ 
tas has sparked further concern among recre¬ 
ational sea anglers, writes Steve Knight. 

Earlier this year the European Parliament 
agreed that rules requiring non-commercial 
fishermen to register their catches as part of 
the national fish quota were not fair on coun¬ 
tries like the UK which do not have a prob¬ 
lem with commercial fishermen posing as 
recreational anglers. 

They voted to recommend Article 47 of the 
Common Fisheries Policy be changed to 
allow the legislation to be voluntary, but an 
amended version of the paperwork suggests 
their views have fallen on deaf ears. 

Strange 

If the wording of the policy is not altered, it 
could spell disaster for tackle shops, boat char¬ 
ter firms and other related businesses in Kent. 

South East Tory MEP Daniel Hannan, who 
is a member of the European Parliament’s 
Committee on Fisheries, said he would con¬ 
tinue to fight the legislation. 

He said: “We tried to get the part about recre¬ 
ational sea anglers deleted so it would become 
voluntary for countries to introduce, because 
one or two do have a problem with commercial 
fishermen pretending to be recreational ones. 

“We do not have this problem and we man¬ 
aged to push it through in Parliament, but 
now the EC is trying to reintroduce it. 


“I suspect they’ve done it because as a 
result of the elections there are now a num¬ 
ber of new MEPs and the EC probably thinks 
it stands a better chance now. 

“But nothing is finalised yet and we will 
continue to fight against it. I still think we 
have a good chance of succeeding because a 
lot of people are against it. It’s a solution to a 
problem that does not exist.” 

If implemented, Article 47 will require 
recreational fishermen to register their 
boats, with whatever they catch counted 
against the national fisheries quota. 

Each country would also be required to 
decide what share of its quota to allocate to 
each species of fish. 

Angling Trust campaigner Leon Roskilly, 
from Rainham, said the UK often had a more 
difficult time than other nations in getting 
its point across. 

He said: “On the Continent they have a dif¬ 
ferent system where nothing ever happens 
unless you have permission to do it. 

“Here we take the common law approach in 
that we can do anything unless there is a law 
forbidding it. 

‘We appear quite strange to our European 
brothers and a lot of people can’t see what’s 
wrong with the British. 

‘We tend to have people who fish for sport, 
which seems strange to other countries that do 
it purely for food. It’s an important part of our 
economy, which many people don’t understand.”

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Lottery’s lifeline for 
asylum charity staff 

Volunteers continue to help detainees thanks to funding

NEWLY won Lottery funding of 
nearly £400,000 will enable a 
charity to continue and expand 
its work with asylum seekers. 

The Dover Detainee Visitor Group 
(DDVG) has more than 80 volunteers who 
support the vulnerable, isolated and often 
depressed men locked up indefinitely in the 
town’s immigration removal centre. 

The detainees have often fled war or per¬ 
secution in their countries of origin and are 
now awaiting their fates at the hands of the 
UK immigration system. 

Vebi Kosumi, the charity’s director, said: 
“When I started in 2004,1 was supposed to 
work 35 hours a week but it probably ended 
up being nearly 60 hours a week. 

“All the time I felt guilty that I’m not 
doing enough and that these people are not 
being released. 

“I speak to all our volunteers saying ‘just 
by doing this you have changed the world of 
an individual’. I say ‘you have not put them 
in that situation it is out of your power’.” 

Volunteers spend a minimum of around 
two hours a week at the Dover Immigration 
Removal Centre speaking to detainees who 
are referred to the charity by themselves or 
through other agencies. 

Mr Kosumi said the £397,000 Lottery 
grant would cover the charity’s costs for the 
next three years, employ three people full- 
time, another three people part-time and pro¬ 
vide support for refugees and asylum seekers 
who have been released from the centre. 

He spoke about how the volunteers han¬ 
dle their own emotions when dealing with 
difficult cases involving horrendous person¬ 
al stories and the threat of deportation. 

Deportation 

“I think saying you can switch off, you 
can’t, but with experience there comes a time 
you are aware of all the complexities around 
immigration and you do your best,” he said. 

“The job comes with a passion that all our 
volunteers have. They have a hunger to 
help people and put their heart and soul 
into the organisation.” 

Mr Kosumi, who is originally from Kosovo, 
said the DDVG is non-campaigning and 
non-political, although he has spoken out in 
the past about the indefinite detention of 
asylum seekers in centres such as Dover. 

The DDVG offices are covered with paint¬ 
ings by past and current detainees at the 
centre, who are sometimes held there for 
more than a year. 

“I think the majority of asylum seekers 
and detainees would rather know whatever 
the decision is. Most would not want to be 
sent back, some have actually asked to be 
sent home but they are not for whatever 
admin reason,” he said. 

“I’m aware of a lot of asylum seekers who 
have stayed for a long time and they would 
rather have a decision than to be kept in 
limbo because that is the worse thing you 
could be in. 


Union’s pay anger 

A WORKERS’ leader has hit out after coun¬ 
ty councillors voted in an eight per cent 
hike in their annual allowance. 

David Lloyd, secretary of the Kent branch 
of Unison, pointed out that Kent County 
Council had only allowed staff at the author¬ 
ity a one per cent pay increase this year. 

“Councillors managed to find the funding 
to give themselves an eight per cent 
increase but only gave staff a one per cent 
increase when they had budgeted for two 
per cent,” he said. “They are increasing 
their own expenses, but ignoring requests 
for a reasonable increase to staff pay.” 

Tory councillors voted in the four-year 
increase last week, which will see the basic 
allowance rise to £13,000. Lib Dems and 
Labour councillors were against the 
increase but lost to the huge Tory majority. 

Allowances are recommended by an 
Independent Remuneration Panel and it is 
up to the full council whether or not to 
accept the panel’s proposals. 


“Putting a time limit on detention is a num¬ 
ber one issue for us.” 

The charity has been going through a tough 
time and Mr Kosumi has been working both as 
director and coordinating the volunteers. 

Money from the Big Lottery means the 
charity can continue but next year, Mr 
Kosumi will again have to begin working on 
other sources of funding for the future. 

“Every single charity is struggling at the 


moment,” he said. “It is especially hard for char¬ 
ities that support asylum seekers and immigra¬ 
tion detainees.” 

Human rights 

DDVG volunteers are given training in mul- 
ticulturalism, human rights, listening skills 
and mental health issues so they are prepared 
to help the detainees. 

Mr Kosumi added: “When I joined it was 


mainly people of retirement age. Now we’ve 
had a lot of young people from the university 
and people from all different backgrounds. 

“These are people who really want to do it, 
people who say this is not right. The 42 days 
without charge for terrorist suspects has 
attracted a lot of attention. 

“No-one is aware of the detainees’ situation. 
People join who are concerned about human 
rights or concerned about just people.”

He said it has been a 
bumper year for birds of 
prey at RSPB Dungeness. 
This includes growing num¬ 
bers of bam owls, kestrels 
and marsh harriers. 

Mr Gomes said they are all 
breeding on the reserve, and 
even sightings of other 
species have increased in the 
past 12 months thanks to the 
improved weather of late. 

Up to 15 hobbies are now 
regularly using the reserve 
as a hunting ground, as are 
peregrines and little owls. 

But it could all be undone 
with an increased number 
of flights out of nearby Lydd 
Airport. 

Biodiversity 

Mr Gomes said: “Hobbies 
are known for their agility 
and speed and to see large 
numbers circling over the 
reserve is just breathtaking. 

“They fly really low and 
will sometimes end up right 
in your path. 

“The other day I was prac¬ 
tically eyeball-to-eyeball with 
one, it was incredible. 

“All these remarkable 
species in one place is 
nature’s way of giving 
Dungeness the thumbs up. 
It means the area’s biodiver¬ 
sity is healthy enough to 
support the needs of these 
demanding species. 

“They say a picture is 
worth a thousand words. If 
ever you needed a clearer 
message about the need to 
stop Lydd Airport’s expan¬ 
sion, it’s this. 

“We are remarkably lucky 
to have such a precious nat¬ 
ural asset in our midst. 

“Allowing a major airport 
to develop so close to it could 
mean the end to scenes like 
this. That’s not what the 
people of Kent want. 

“We have seen media 
reports that council officers 
have recommended the 
plans for Lydd Airport 
expansion be rejected, we 
can only hope the council¬ 
lors follow the advice of 
their own officers and throw 


this out once and for all.” 

He is backed by Protect 
Kent, the Kent branch of the 
Campaign for the Protection 
of Rural England. 

It says is it bitterly disap¬ 
pointed Shepway District 
Council decided to delay a 
planned meeting at which a 
decision was to be made 
over the planned expansion 
of the airport. 

The delay is said to be at 
the request of the owners of 
the airport, but Protect Kent 
believes the decision has 
already been dragged out 
long enough. 

The meeting had been 
scheduled for July 9, but the 
authority said it will now 
consider plans for a runway 
extension and a new pas¬ 
senger terminal building on 
September 23 instead. 

Dr Hilary Newport, direc¬ 
tor of Protect Kent, said she 
was bemused and concerned 
by the decision to defer con¬ 
sideration of the application 
to enable the applicant to 
assess the officer’s report 
over an extended period, 
contrary to normal protocol. 

This could set an impor¬ 
tant precedent for other 
applications. 

The airport has long said 
its expansion plans will 
have a negligible effect on 
wildlife. 

And just last month mem¬ 
bers of the Channel Chamber 
of Commerce backed the air¬ 
port’s expansion in a poll. 

Chamber chief executive 
Peter Hobbs said: “This is a 
very powerful message from 
the business community of 
Shepway that the area 
needs the airport to grow 
and develop. The vast 
majority of those taking 
part in our poll believe that 
the expansion of Lydd will 
be good for business.” 

Cliff Spink, managing 
director of Lydd Airport, said: 
“If we are allowed to develop 
operations I really believe 
that Lydd can act as a cata¬ 
lyst for economic regenera¬ 
tion in the region, creating 
jobs and bringing hope to 
local communities blighted 
by soaring unemployment.”

Volunteer heads to Buckingham Palace p arty

A FORMER soldier has been invit¬ 
ed to Buckingham Palace in recog¬ 
nition of his tireless support for his 
comrades in the 20 years since he 
left the Army 

Canterbury pensioner James Cooper 
retired in 1988 as a pioneer sergeant with the 
Queen’s Regiment and has worked as a vol¬ 
unteer for the charity SSAFA Forces Help 
virtually ever since. 

The organisation - which provides support 
for current and former servicemen suffering 
from a range of problems - first made an 
impression on Mr Cooper when his wife left 
him towards the end of his service period. 

He said: “I won custody of two of our children 
but it took me a year to get the youngest. It 
was a very difficult time for me. 

“I’d just served 22 years with the Army and 
had been on several operational tours, and 
during that time I belonged to a lovely group 
of people who all looked out for each other.

“I felt that I lost all that when I retired, but 
SSAFA showed me that I was wrong and that 
a brotherhood still exists. 

“They turned up on my door with a food par¬ 
cel one day and I was so grateful. I told them I 
would repay the debt.” 

During the course of his 20 years with 
SSAFA (Soldiers, Sailors, Airmen and 
Families Association), Mr Cooper estimates he 
has helped more than 100 ex-servicemen and 
women deal with problems ranging from 
bereavement and debt, to homelessness and 
disability. 

He says his most rewarding case involved a 
young former soldier from his own regiment 
who was sleeping rough in Canterbury and 
recognised his old sergeant walking past. 

Mr Cooper said: “Through SSAFA Forces Help 
I was able to find money to get the lad off the 


streets, into a secure hostel and back into work.” 

The Northern Ireland veteran - who took 
part in seven operational tours during the 
Troubles - also works as a caretaker at both 
Canterbury Christ Church University and St 
Peter’s Methodist Church, and for nearly 30 
years has been a member of the Royal 
Antediluvian Order of Buffaloes. 

His son Scot will accompany him at 
Tuesday’s Buckingham Palace garden party. 

Mr Cooper said: “I just enjoy helping people. 
It doesn’t cost me anything and I do it all with 
a good heart. 

“There are people with nothing so it doesn’t 
hurt for us to help them however we can.” 

The Kent branch of SSAFA Forces Help has 
about 150 volunteers, most of whom are case¬ 
workers helping the ex-services community. 

Last year they helped more than 1,000 peo¬ 
ple in the county by arranging financial sup¬ 
port worth about £500,000 and coming up 
with solutions for other problems.

Victoria Cross 
hero is saluted 
with memorial 

A VICTORIA Cross winner will be 
celebrated with a memorial plaque 
to be unveiled in Tunbridge Wells 
next week. 

Colonel John Duncan Grant, of 
the 10th Gurkha Rifles, was award¬ 
ed the highest military honour by 
Edward VII in 1905 following the 
storming of the Gyantse Jong in 
Tibet a year earlier. 

Then a lieutenant, he was recog¬ 
nised for leading his men into the 
fortress despite coming under 
heavy rock attack from the enemy 
forces above which at one point 
caused him to fall about 30ft. 

Born in 1877, Col Grant entered 
the Army in 1898 and served in 
numerous wars over the next 20 
years. He died in 1967. 

A Gurkha piper and other soldiers 
and dignitaries will attend the 
unveiling of the memorial, which will 
take place at Kent and Sussex 
Cemetery at 11 am on Tuesday.

Car prices less than Parker’s 
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‘A symbol for man’s 
inhumanity to man’

ONCE notorious for the cruel 
and inhumane treatment of the 
mentally ill, the original Bedlam 
is now a leading psychiatric hos¬ 
pital in leafy suburbia. 

Bethlem Royal Hospital moved to 
Beckenham in 1930, with its facilities spread 
around 250 acres of grounds and offers local 
and regional mental health services. 

It is also a specialised centre for eating 
disorders. 

A small museum that opened on the site 
in 1970 serves as the only reminder of the 
hospital’s dark past. 

The history of the institution stretches as 
far back as 1247, although the first evi¬ 
dence of a mentally ill patient dates from 
1405, explained Michael Phillips, head of 
Bethlem Museum and Archives. 

Inhumanity 

Famed for its coining of the word ‘bedlam’ 
as a place or situation of noisy uproar and 
confusion, the hospital also allowed 
‘tourists’ into its buildings to stare at the 
‘lunatics’ housed there. 

The museum has a selection of restraint 
devices used there until the 1830s. 
Restraint was the main form of ‘care’ for 
people with mental health problems until 
the development of more humane ‘moral 
treatment’, which was an early example of 
a psychological approach. 

Historian Roy Porter has described 
Bethlem as “a symbol for man’s inhumani¬ 
ty to man, for callousness and cruelty”. 

Mr Phillips said remembering the hospi¬ 
tal’s history and the patients treated there 
through their art and medical records were 
an important part of de-stigmatising men¬ 
tal health in the present day. 

“One in seven of us suffers from some kind 
of mental distress during the course of our 
lifetimes, but no-one talks about it,” he said. 

“One of our aims, a major one, is trying to 
push forward the de-stigmatisation of men¬ 
tal illness. Understanding treatment [of 
people with mental illness] in the past is 
part of that.” 

A major part of the museum’s work is 
looking after and displaying nearly 1,000 
paintings and pictures, mainly by former 
patients at the hospital. 

The Victorian painter Richard Dadd was 
bom in Chatham and studied at the Royal 
Academy. 

In 1843 after becoming convinced his 
father was the Devil, he killed him with a 
knife. He was arrested and confessed and 


was committed to the criminal department of 
Bethlem. 

He continued to paint while at the hospital 
and later when he was moved to the newly 
opened Broadmoor in 1864. It is believed he 
had a form of schizophrenia. 

Another notable artist, Louis Wain, who is 
also believed to have had schizophrenia, spent 
time at Bethlem during the early 1920s. He is 
famed for his pictures of cats and some psychi¬ 
atrists believe that his deteriorating mental 
health can be seen through his work. 

“School groups are interested in seeing how 
artists were trying to express things such as 
obsessive compulsive disorder or anorexia 
through art,” he said. 

“I thought when I started here they were a 
bit too powerful, [for schoolchildren] but I 
soon leamt my lesson.” 

He said that about 16 per cent of visitors to 
the museum were current patients who were 
able to empathise with the feelings expressed 
through the art both past and contemporary. 


Bethlem has been housed at four sites since 
it was established in the Middle Ages on the 
spot where Liverpool Street station now 
stands in the City of London. 

In 1815 it was moved to St George’s Field, 
Southwark, in the imposing building people 
now know as the Imperial War Museum. 

“The history of the hospital is the history of 
social attitudes to mental illness itself,” Mr 
Phillips said. “Until the dissolution of the 
monasteries it was a problem that the 
Church had to deal with in the same way any 
medical problem was. 

“There were periods when people felt that 
people with mental disorders are in some way 
responsible for their own affliction and at 
that time they were targets of fun.” 

Until 1770 people could come to the hospi¬ 
tal to ‘view’ the patients like animals in a zoo. 

Mr Phillips said: “That was an afternoon 
occupation at a time when others were public 
hangings and flogging of prostitutes. 

“So it was not so different from the rest of 


the age. Public hanging was quashed a lot 
later than public visiting was stopped at the 
hospital.” 

It was in the 19th century that attitudes 
towards the mentally ill began to change, and 
engravings from the 1830s show patients 
wandering around freely in genteel sur¬ 
roundings with long galleries, flowers and 
birds in cages, Mr Phillips said. 

Between 1815 and 1816 a Parliamentary 
inquiry into ‘madhouses’ including Bethlem 
revealed the shocking treatment and abuses 
of patients, who were being kept in chains 
and handcuffs in squalid conditions by 
untrained and overstretched staff. 

It led to regular inspections of asylums and 
to the creation of the Commission of Lunacy 
in 1828, which oversaw the inspections and 
reported on them, like an early form of the 
Care Quality Commission.

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England stars honour Kent cricketer’s WWI grave 


A KENT cricket player who died on a 
World War One battlefield was at the 
centre of a moving tribute from 
England’s current Ashes squad. 

The players went to Flanders Field 
last weekend, and while they were in 
Belgium they laid a stone cricket ball 
at the grave of England and Kent left- 
arm spinner Colin Blythe, who died at 
Passchendaele in 1917. 

England captain Andrew Strauss 
said: “It was a deeply moving and 
humbling experience. 

“It’s important to take a step back 
from cricket at times. 

RESPECTFUL: Strauss “We learned a great deal about the 



sacrifices made by a previous genera¬ 
tion of England cricketers and I would 
like to thank the people of leper 
(Ypres) for making us so welcome.” 

The idea behind the trip was to 
enlarge the players’ understanding of 
world events. 

Understanding 

It was the brainchild of the team’s 
managing director Hugh Morris and 
more visits are planned. 

Mr Morris said of the secret visit: 
“This is part of the leadership pro¬ 
gramme we’re running. It’s an ongoing 
process. We want leaders on the field 


and we’ve heard stories about heroic 
deeds and leaders from a number of 
different people this weekend.” 

Team director Andy Flower said: 
“Everyone came away from the visit 
with a greater understanding of what 
it really means to stand shoulder to 
shoulder and fight for your country.” 

Colin, also known as Charlie, Blythe 
was bom in Deptford, and went on to 
become one of the game’s best bowlers 
between 1900-1914. 

His impact on first-class cricket 
could not have been more spectacular 
when in 1899, he first played for Kent 
and took a wicket with his very first 


ball. He took 100 of them in a season. 

In 1904, he was named as a Wisden 
Cricketer of the Year. Two years later, 
after winning 11 successive games 
thanks to his skill, Kent won their first 
County Championship. 

He suffered from epilepsy, but still 
joined the Army when war broke out. 
He joined the King’s Own Yorkshire 
Light Infantry and became a sergeant. 

He was killed by random shell-fire 
on a railway between Pimmem and 
Forest Hall near Passchendaele on 
November 8,1917. 

He is buried in the Oxford Road 
CWGC Cemetery in Belgium.

Woman forced 
to endure five 
years of abuse 
and suffering

A RAPIST who subjected a 
woman to five years of abuse has 
been jailed for 14 years. 

A shocked court was told Robert Smith’s 
attacks on the 28-year-old women were 
sustained and he has been placed on the sex 
offenders’ register for life. 

Smith, 38, from Welling in Bexley, was con¬ 
victed of four counts of rape, two counts of 
sexual assault, five counts of actual bodily 
harm, and one count of harassment when he 
put the helpless victim in fear of violence. 

He was found guilty on June 3 after a trial at 
Woolwich Crown Court that lasted a month. 

Sentencing was adjourned until last Friday 
for reports to be completed. 

The judge jailed him for 14 years on the rape 
charges, six years for ABH, four years for the 
sexual assault, and two years for the count of 
harassment, all to be served concurrently. 

Squeezed 

Smith was told he’d be behind bars for at 
least seven years and if released will then be 
on licence for the remainder of his sentence. 

However, he was warned that should he 
commit an offence while on licence he will be 
imprisoned for the remaining seven years. 

The conviction follows an investigation by 
Bexley Police’s Public Protection Group. 

In one attack, Smith grabbed the victim by 
her hair and hit her head against a solid 
wooden headboard. He also grabbed her a 
second time and kicked her feet from under 
her, which resulted in her landing on the 
floor on her back. 

Smith then took her by her hands and feet 
and lifted her and dropped her on the floor. 

During another attack, he pulled her and 
pushed his thumbs into her eye sockets so 
hard she thought her eyes were going to pop 
out of her head, the court heard. 

Police said she was covered in bruises and 
injuries. She was taken to hospital for treat¬ 
ment and was referred to an eye specialist. 

The victim told officers she had been 
repeatedly assaulted over a five-year period.

Attacks included having a club hammer 
smashed against her thigh which left her 
hardly able to walk for a month. 

Smith also held a knife to her throat, held 
her under water and cut her knee with an axe. 

She passed out on two occasions when 
Smith squeezed her throat and pushed her 
face into a cushion. She was also repeatedly 
raped and sexually assaulted. 

Smith has two previous assault convictions. 

Sentencing, Judge Marcus Moore, told him: 
‘You terrorised this woman over almost a 
six-year period and committed an appalling 
course of acts.” 

He also criticised Smith for sobbing while 
he gave evidence. 

He told him he was manipulative, adding: 
“Whilst giving evidence you used tears to try 
to affect the jury, who had none of it.” 

And he added that it was “quite clear you 
have a problem dealing with women”. 

Afterwards, Det Con Mark McDonald, who 
led the investigation, said: “The victim showed 
immense courage in coming forward and 
reporting this harrowing and distressing 
chain of violence. Nobody should be subjected 
to such horrific physical and emotional pain.”

Flavour of summer is 
right on your doorstep 


In the first part of a regular series of articles, healthy eating 
expert ABBY DYSON - who writes about cooking, seasonal, 
healthy food at www.eattherightstuff.com - discusses her recent 
visit to the county to experience the delights of Kentish tomatoes. 



WITH the arrival of summer sunshine, I am eating 
more salads, and am thrilled that the British toma¬ 
to season is upon us. 

Although tomatoes are available throughout the year, it is 
only in recent weeks that local varieties have ripened and 
there really is no comparison between the flavourless toma¬ 
toes available during winter and the sweet, tangy and deli¬ 
cious British varieties. 

If you're a gardener your tomato plants should be doing 
well and you'll soon see the first signs of flowers or fruit. If 
not, you need to track down some local Kentish tomatoes. 

Those provided by www.foodforkent.co.uk are grown by 
Brian and Lorraine Watts, who run the Leonard Ironside 
nursery at Farthing Common, Lyminge, which I visited last 
month. 

Brian has been growing tomatoes since 1974, and it was 
fascinating to find out what is involved. 

His nursery comprises four, one-acre glasshouses, contain¬ 
ing about 35,000 tomato plants. Brian currently grows 10 
different varieties, ranging from traditional vine and plum to 
cherry and beef tomatoes. The tomato seedlings are planted 
in November in what looks like giant grow bags filled with 
coir, which is shredded coconut husk - a much more environ- 
mentally-sound choice than traditional peat. 

Brian explained how the environment in the glasshouses is 
carefully monitored to create optimum growing conditions. 

The temperature is varied depending on how bright a day 
it is - on sunny days the plants grow fast and need extra 
warmth, whereas on an overcast day less heat is reguired as 
they are growing more slowly. 

Just as important is keeping the glasshouses well ventilat¬ 
ed, so that disease, which flourishes in warm damp environ¬ 
ments, is kept at bay and condensation doesn't form which 
might cause blemishes on the tomatoes. Carbon dioxide, a 
by-product of the heating system, is pumped into the 
glasshouses to encourage better growth. 

One of the most interesting things about visiting the nurs¬ 
ery was learning about the bugs and bees which Brian 

Brian's top tomato tips 

• Store your tomatoes at room temperature so they can contin¬ 
ue to ripen. This is particularly important if you buy vine toma¬ 
toes as there will always be one or two which ripen at a slow¬ 
er rate than the others. 

• Eat your tomatoes at room temperatures and when they are 
as brightly coloured as possible - the brighter the colour, the 
better the flavour. 

• Use tinned tomatoes in winter. 


deploys to help him grow the tomatoes. Each glasshouse 
contains a number of bee hives housing bumble bees that 
pollinate the tomatoes. 

Predators 

This is a far cry from the technigues used in yesteryear, 
which saw farmers use a vibrating metal rod to "tickle" each 
flower so that the pollen was dislodged. 

The bees are introduced when the first flowers appear - 
usually just after Christmas - and continue their work until 
the end of the growing season in the autumn. 

Brian also uses predator insects. The plants are regularly 
inspected by white-coated scientists and any sign of pests is 
noted. Predator insects are then introduced which target 
and eliminate these pests. 


It's a wonderful example of working with Mother 
Nature and as a result of this approach Brian's tomatoes 
are grown without the use of pesticides, fungicides or 
insecticides. 

Each glasshouse contains 500 rows of tomatoes and from 
March, when the plants start producing fruit - it takes eight 
weeks from pollination to a tomato being ready to pick - 
each row is picked every other day, six days a week. 

The tomatoes are put straight into the boxes in which 
they are sold so that they are handled as little as possible. 

Unusually, they are not put into cold storage but go 
straight to the people who are buying them so that the time 
between picking and selling is kept short. 

The result is flavoursome Kentish tomatoes which are well 
worth tracking down.

Abby's double tomato 
and courgette pasta 

(Serves 2) 

Pasta for two - penne works well 
1 tablespoon olive oil 

1 large clove garlic, crushed 

2 courgettes, cut into discs 

1 tablespoon of sun-dried tomatoes, softened in 

boiling water and cut into thin strips 

Juice of half a lemon 

15-20 cherry tomatoes, halved 

A handful of basil leaves, shredded 

1 tablespoon of toasted pine nuts 

Parmesan cheese, to serve 

Method 

Put the pasta on to cook. Fry the garlic in olive oil and 
when you start to smell it, add the courgette. 

Turn the heat up and cook, stirring regularly, until the 
courgette begins to soften. 

Keep the heat high and add the sun-dried tomatoes and 
lemon juice and cook for a more few minutes. 

When the courgette is sufficiently cooked add the cherry 
tomatoes, basil and pine nuts. 

Remove from the heat, mix with the pasta and serve with 
parmesan shavings.

ACCORDING to the statistics, one 
in 40 people in Kent has a learning 
disability. That’s about 35,000, 
roughly the number of people liv¬ 
ing in a medium-size town. 

Last Sunday was the last day 
of Learning Disability Week. It 
was an important week for every¬ 
one involved in supporting those 
with learning disabilities; a 
chance to talk about what we do, 
why it’s important and the differ¬ 
ence it makes. About 3,500 peo¬ 
ple with learning disabilities are 
known to Kent Adult Social 
Services. Not everyone who 
meets the criteria for support has 
made themselves known and 
many rely on family and friends 
for support. This is is especially 
true among some ethnic minori¬ 
ties. Some people might not even 
realise they have a learning dis¬ 
ability. So what is it? 

Mencap says people with a 
learning disability find it harder 
than others to learn, understand 
and communicate. There are 
many different types and most 
develop before a baby is bom, 
during birth or because of a seri¬ 
ous illness in early childhood. 

Down’s syndrome, fragile X 
syndrome or Prader-Willi syn¬ 
drome are examples of learning 
disabilities. Helping people with 
a learning disability and giving 
them the support they need in 
the way they want is immensely 
satisfying. Many want the oppor¬ 
tunity to leam, train and work. 

People with learning disabili¬ 
ties have a range of skills and

needs. Some only need an occa¬ 
sional visit and help with corre¬ 
spondence or finances, while oth¬ 
ers need help in all aspects of day 
to day life. Making sure carers 
have the right backing is an 
essential part of offering support. 

It is important that KCC looks 
after carers, helping them get the 
support and benefits they’re enti¬ 
tled to as well as making sure 
carers know where they can get 
respite care. The importance of 
carers cannot be overstated and I 
know they make an enormous 
difference to so many people. 

Recently, Kent on Sunday told 
the story of Michael Catt, who 
loves the way in which his job 
gives him independence. 

Another example is Sue Dixon 
from Canterbury, whose experi¬ 
ence of living with a learning dis¬ 
ability changed when she got 
support from the independent 
living team at KCC. She said: 
‘Now, I work part-time in a play¬ 
group and I have helped set up 
and run a disco. I’ve also organ¬ 
ised a quiz night, setting ques¬ 
tions and being the quiz master. 

“People have noticed I’ve 
changed. I’m more confident and 


happier, I manage things much 
better and am stronger.” 

Steven Chapman, co-chair of 
the Kent learning disability part¬ 
nership board, said: “For lots of 
people with learning disabilities, 
life has changed for the better. I 
used to live on benefits but now 
work full-time. This has been dif¬ 
ficult at times, but with support 
my life has changed.” 

These stories really show the 
impact of supporting people with 
learning disabilities - although 
that support has to happen in the 
right way. Along with all organi¬ 
sations that help people with a 
learning disability, KCC follows 
four guiding principles: 

• Rights: people with learning 
disabilities have the same rights 
as other citizens. 

• Independence: we should sup¬ 
port them to be independent, 
rather than dependant. 

• Choice: They need real choices 
- including those with severe and 
profound disabilities. 

• Inclusion: people with learning 
disabilities need to be fully 
included in their community. 

In Kent, we are working with 
colleagues in the NHS, the pri¬ 



vate and voluntary sector, police, 
schools, colleges, leisure services, 
shops, business owners and 
entrepreneurs to make sure peo¬ 
ple with learning disabilities are 
seen as equal citizens, with the 
same opportunities in life. 

Last month saw the launch of 
Valuing Employment Now, the 
Government’s latest initiative to 
support people with learning dis¬ 
abilities and helping them get 
into work. Kent is leading the 
way in supporting people with 
more complex disabilities as they 
make a life of their own. 

The principles we are working 
to are big and challenging, but 
I’m glad they are. I want KCC to 
be doing everything it can to 
make sure people with learning 
disabilities get the most they can 
out of life. It’s not about doing 
things for them or shutting peo¬ 
ple away, it’s about making Kent 
a welcoming place in which to 
live, work and learn. I want to 
make sure people with learning 
disabilities live life to the full.

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Is there fraud in 
your business? 


BUSINESS need to be aware of 
fraud at all levels. 

The exposes on MPs’ expenses should 
serve as a warning to business managers 
that fraudulent activity could be happening 
much closer to home than they might 
realise. 

With the continuing uncertain economic 
outlook it is vital the risks are actively 
managed. 

When dealing with the likely sources of 
fraud it is more often people inside the busi¬ 
ness that are the culprits, and managers 
should pay as much attention to the inter¬ 
nal risks as the external ones. 

There are some simple issues that can be 
addressed which may prevent fraud from 
occurring. Establishing correct internal 
checks and balances, which are both sensi¬ 
ble and in proportion with the associated 
risks, will go some way to ensuring the most 
vulnerable areas are covered. 

In addition to assessing the risk factors, 
there are other important tips that can help 
a business detect and prevent fraud: 

• Know your people - both staff and con¬ 
tractors, and if something doesn’t quite add 
up, ask more questions.

• Training - ensure that once the risks 
have been identified, staff are trained to 
spot and prevent attempted fraud. 

• Unusual behaviour or transactions - 
long hours, no holidays and living beyond 
their means may be signs of fraudulent 
behaviour. Likewise large amounts of petty 
cash transactions or unusual expenses 
could be evidence. 

However, just because none of these 
signs is evident does not mean fraud is not 
present. 

If a business believes it might have 
become the victim of fraud, the evidence 
must be secured and there should be a well- 
rehearsed plan in place to allow all options 
to be investigated. 

Taking early action and speaking to 
experts in the fraud arena can often make a 
big difference in fully understanding what 
has happened. 

By successfully identifying and dealing 
with the fraudsters, recovering what has 
been lost and learning lessons to reduce the 
chances of it happening again will all help.

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Business of identity theft 


If you think identity theft only applies to individuals, 
then think again. David Hallett, a solicitor in the 
commercial team at Kent law firm Buss Murton, 
analyses corporate identity theft in the county 


ONE of our clients had its regis¬ 
tered office changed without the 
company’s knowledge. 

This was done by someone simply print¬ 
ing off a filed form with the company secre¬ 
tary’s name on and then tracing the signa¬ 
ture onto form 287, enabling the change of 
registered office. The address remained 
changed for a period of some 14 days before 
the fraud was discovered by the company’s 
auditors on a routine visit and corrective 
action taken. 

The threat 

Companies House estimates that there 
are between 50-100 cases of corporate iden¬ 
tity fraud every month. While this is against 
a backdrop of tens of thousands of docu¬ 
ments received each month, the cost 
incurred by British business as a result of 
corporate identity fraud has been estimated 
at more than £50 million each year. 

Obtaining or changing a company’s iden¬ 
tity is surprisingly straightforward. 

For example, a fraudster may file a 
change of registered office notice or change 
of directors’ details at Companies House by 
signing one simple form. No great legal 
knowledge is required and copies of a serv¬ 
ing company officer’s signature are readily 
available from Companies House. 

They accept paper documentation in ‘good 
faith’ and as such, will register documenta¬ 
tion received without sending any further 
notification to a company that its details 
have been changed. 

It is perfectly possible therefore, for a fraud¬ 
ster to appoint him or herself as a director of 
a target company, or alternatively change the 
target company’s registered office address to 
one which the fraudster has access. 


Once the registered office address has been 
successfully changed, all Companies House 
notices will be sent there. 

Even worse, a customer or supplier may 
only send money or goods to the new regis¬ 
tered office address as a matter of policy 
rather than sending those goods or money to 
the company’s established trading address. 

The fraudster only needs to be successful 
once at intercepting money or goods before 
targeting another company. Inevitably, by the 
time the company or authorities learn of the 
fraudulent activity, the fraudster will have 
moved and the postal address will be vacant. 
The solution 

However, there are procedures that can be 
put in place that will help to dramatically 
reduce the threat of identity fraud. These 
include: 

1. Online filing. Every UK company is able 
to register for an authentication code (much 
like a pin number) with Companies House. 
Upon registration for this code a company is 
then able to submit certain documents (such 
as the annual return, 288a (appointment of a 
director) and 287 (change of registered office 
address) online. The use of online filing sub¬ 
stantially reduces the risk of such documents 
going astray in the postal system. 

2. PROOF scheme. Once a company has 
obtained an authentication code from 
Companies House, the company can then sign 


up to the Protected Online Filing Service 
(known as PROOF). Once signed up (using 
form PR1), Companies House will then not 
accept paper copies of the forms listed under 
point 1 above. These documents will only be 
accepted electronically (submitted using the 
authentication code). Therefore, provided the 
authentication code is kept safe and treated as 
if it were a bank account pin number, then the 
chances of a fraudster being able to change a 
company’s identity are dramatically reduced. 

3. Monitor. Companies or individuals can 
register so that they are automatically noti¬ 
fied of all changes that occur to a company’s 
details held at Companies House. The cost of 
this service can be as little as 50p per year. 
Once signed up to a monitoring service, the 
nominated individual will receive an auto¬ 
matic update as soon as Companies House 
accepts and files a document in relation to a 
chosen company. 

In addition to this, company information 
should always be stored securely and any 
information that is to be destroyed should be 
done so securely (as you would when destroy¬ 
ing personal information such as your bank 
statements).

A timely code lor 

Big businesses make a pledge to increase 
the speed of payments to smaller companies 


CREDIT management experts 
have welcomed a pledge from big 
businesses to pay invoices from 
supplies on time. 

The Institute of Credit Management (ICM) 
said it hoped the companies would live up to 
their word to pay on time and sign the Prompt 
Payment Code. 

Some 11 new high-profile companies includ¬ 
ing Barclays, Sony UK, Sky and B&Q have 
committed to sign the code, as part of a cam¬ 
paign designed to help increase the speed of 
payments to smaller companies. 

The code, developed with the ICM and sup¬ 
ported by major business organisations, aims 
to establish a clear and consistent policy, and a 
climate of greater certainty in the payment of 
business-to-business invoices. 

It is being hosted by the ICM at www.prompt- 
paymentcode.org.uk and includes a facility for 
suppliers to raise concerns about late payers. 

The code focuses on three main areas: a com¬ 
mitment to pay suppliers on time; to give clear 
guidance to suppliers; and to encourage good 
practice. 

The Business Enterprise and Regulatory 
Reform group and the ICM have also issued 
a leaflet highlighting the benefits of paying 
on time and why it is important to become a

signatory to the Prompt Payment Code. 

Business minister Shriti Vadera said: “Late 
payment can be the final straw for small busi¬ 
ness in the current climate. 

“So the commitment by major companies 
heading up supply chains to pay on time is a 
win for all businesses.” 

Lovetts, one of the UK’s leading debt recov¬ 
ery law firms has revealed that companies are 
‘going legal’ on unpaid invoices a whopping 39 
days sooner than a year ago. 

The findings suggest that in the current eco¬ 
nomic downturn, businesses are only too 
mindful of the impact of late payments on cash 
flow and are acting quickly to reduce their 
exposure to bad debt. 

Survival 

Lovetts analysed the Letters Before Action 
(LBAs) issued on behalf of its customers in 
February 2009 against the same month 
in 2008, which revealed a 39-day accelera¬ 
tion in clients ‘going legal’. LBAs are used 
to secure payment, or to obtain a response 
from a customer before the commencement 
of a claim. 

Chairman and managing director of Lovetts, 


Charles Wilson, said: “With recent news that 
the number of British businesses that fail is 
set to rise to 36,000 in 2009, the equivalent of 
one in every 56 companies, businesses are only 
too acutely aware of the potential for bad debt 
and the devastating impact this can have on 
their own survival. 

“With all businesses trying to manage cash 
flow when there is little credit available, it’s a 
spiral of suppliers chasing customers for 
money they are reluctant to release. 

“The previous attitude towards frequent late 
payers may have been accepting and forgiving, 
but the current tough climate is pushing busi¬ 
nesses to press for payment on time in order to 
protect themselves. 

“Our figures certainly suggest that British 
businesses are determined not to be victims of 
bad debt and will employ all the tactics avail¬ 
able to get paid, including pursuing debt 
through the courts. 

“In particular it is encouraging to see that a 
growing number of companies are exercising 
their right to charge for compensation and 
interest on late payments. 

“In this economic climate businesses need to 
ensure they are tackling late payment and bad 
debt head on. For small businesses in particu¬ 
lar, it can be a matter of survival or failure.” 

To keep the cash flowing Lovetts suggests 
businesses consider the following actions:

• Bring your collection cycle forward, the 
sooner you get on top of potential debt prob¬ 
lems, the better 

• Seek compensation and interest through 
late payment legislation earlier and apply it 
on an invoice-by-invoice basis 

• If you have interest provisions in your 
terms, consider whether they are sufficiently 
robust. Businesses with a rate linked to bank 
base rates are vulnerable here. Scrap the 
provision and rely on the ‘late payment’ leg¬ 
islation which gives eight per cent interest 


over base rate, but don’t forget to circulate 
the new terms to your customers. 

• Instruct debt recovery lawyers early 

• Avoid throwing good money after bad by 
conducting a credit-check. If the debtor is 
clearly struggling, negotiate realistic instal¬ 
ment payments or consider a discount for 
immediate payment. 

• If the decision is to issue a claim, be res¬ 
olute in pursuing it. If the debtor asks for 
invoices, supply copies and any information 
they want quickly.

WHEN two of Britain’s leading 
firms announced big cutbacks to 
company pension schemes last 
month, they highlighted once 
again the problems facing millions 
of private-sector workers when 
they stop work. 

BP closes its final salary pension scheme to 
new entrants from April, 2010, while Barclays 
Bank is taking 18,000 staff out of its final- 
salary scheme and into an inferior defined con¬ 
tributions (DC) scheme, albeit with some pro¬ 
tection against swings in the stock market. 

Barclays currently pays £350 million a year 
into its pension fund. 

Although both schemes will be superior to 
the average company DC scheme, the events 
suggest final-salary schemes could soon van¬ 
ish altogether in the private sector. 

Britain’s biggest FTSE 100 companies, fac¬ 
ing total pension fund deficits of nearly £30 bil¬ 
lion, have little option if they are to survive the 
recession. 

Morrisons last month switched 4,500 work¬ 
ers from a final-salary pension scheme into 
one based on average salary, while BT’s share 
price continues to suffer from fears about its 
huge pension fund deficit. 

Nearly three-quarters of a million British 
workers retire in 2009 and with the value of 
pensions assets held around the world slashed 
by more than £3bn since 2007, many will have 
trouble making ends meet. 

A survey of people aged 60-plus by Intune, 
the financial services provider owned by Age 
Concern and Help The Aged, says 55 per cent 
of private pension holders are disappointed 
with the income they expect to get. 

If they could do it all again, some 39 per cent 
would have started a pension earlier or paid 
more into it. Many would have switched pension 
contributions into a savings account or an ISA 
investment, or paid the mortgage off much faster. 


Mervyn Kohler, special advisor to Age Concern 
and Help The Aged, said: “Around 680,000 peo¬ 
ple are hitting retirement age this year, and 
more may be looking at buying an annuity ear¬ 
lier because they have been made redundant.” 

The downturn is savaging private sector 
pensions. Anybody with a £50,000 pension pot 
retiring in 2009 will be 27 per cent worse off - 
around £20 per week - than somebody who 
quit in 2008. 

Laith Khalaf, pensions analyst at financial 
advisor Hargreaves Lansdown, said: ‘Many 
firms are likely to follow Barclays and BP over 
the next two years, although the new BP 
scheme, with total contributions at 15 per cent 
of salary, will still be pretty good. 

Struggling 

“As they see the markets recover, firms will 
close off final salary schemes to ensure they do 
not hit another downturn with that millstone 
around their necks.” 

Approaching 60, most people can do little 
about their pension income. By then, it’s too late. 

At 30 or 40, however, there is still time to make 
sensible financial preparations for old age. 

If you start saving for a pension at 25, about 
15 per cent of salary should go into a pension 
pot. At 35, it should be 20 per cent, and there¬ 
after a higher percentage, the later you start. 

In fact, the average contribution into pri¬ 
vate-sector pensions is barely 10 per cent - 
and two-thirds of private-sector workers have 
no personal pension scheme in place at all. 

Here are the options for workers struggling 
to find value for money from a private-sector 
pension scheme: 


• Give up - don’t put a penny in your pen¬ 
sion. Anybody retiring on the basic State pen¬ 
sion (£95.25 per week) and no other savings 
can claim Pension Credit for £130 per week. 

• Once you’re in a pension scheme, stick at it 

- because your employer probably tops up 
your monthly contribution. 

• However, if your employer’s scheme isn’t 
particularly attractive, put other money into 
an alternative savings vehicle - a tax-free ISA 
perhaps, or alternative personal pension, or 
even a Self Invested Personal Pension (SIPP) 
which allows a wider choice of funds, chosen 
with or without expert advice. 

• Drawdown option: if your fund is a mini¬ 
mum £100,000 and you have other savings 
besides your pension, there may be a case for 
taking the 25 per cent tax-free lump sum on 
retirement and leaving the rest invested. 

Then you buy an annuity at any time you 
like until the age of 75. 

• Delay your State pension, rather than your 
private one. On your State pension, each one- 
year delay adds 10.4 per cent to weekly income 

- so a £100 pension is worth £110.40 if it was 
started a year ago. If you defer a State pension 
at 65 for one year, you make up all the money 
lost by age 76. 

• Don’t rush off to the public sector, where 
pensions provision is more generous and guar¬ 
anteed by the taxpayers. 

Even though five million public-sector work¬ 
ers are still guaranteed final salary pensions, 
there’s a possibility hard-up governments will 
have to cut the ‘perk’ in due course because it 
will look ridiculously unfair compared to the 
problems already facing private-sector workers.

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Golden times for savvy savers

ANY savers and investors unset¬ 
tled by the recent disagreement 
between the Governor of the Bank 
of England and the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer over financial regu¬ 
lation might be consulting their 
budget-airline timetables. 

It was confirmed last week that Germany 
will introduce gold vending-machines as a new 
method of storing wealth. 

While gloomy Britons contemplate poor 
returns on cash and shares, shoppers at 
Frankfurt Airport can buy a one-gram wafer of 
gold for £25, or a lOg bar for £245 - with gold 
coins also available if required. 

“German investors have always preferred to 
hold a lot of personal wealth in gold, for histor¬ 
ical reasons. They have twice lost everything,” 
the owner of the firm installing 500 Gold to Go 
machines in German-speaking countries told 
the Financial Times. 

But with gold prices from machines about 30 
per cent higher than market prices for the 
cheapest product, even Germans - who bought 
108 tonnes of gold in 2008, up from 36 tonnes 
in 2007 - might have doubts about this new 
scheme. 

Few dispute, however, that gold has been a 
strong performer in recent financial earth¬ 
quakes. 

Adrian Ash, head of research at BullionVault, 
an online service for gold bullion investment 
with 14,000 private investors worldwide, said 
somebody selling a home at the average price in 
Britain in 2004 could have bought 695 ounces of 
gold (at £220 per ounce) with the cash. 


Today, with gold up to £603 an ounce, they 
could buy the average-price home back for 253 
ounces. Or they could sell all the gold to buy 
2.7 average-price houses. 

In the intervening period, of course, they 
would have needed to stay with friends or fam¬ 
ily. Even 695 ounces of gold doesn’t put a roof 
over your head. 

“Real interest rates in the UK have averaged 
just 1.8 per cent so far this decade - barely 
two-fifths the real return on cash in the 1980s 
and 1990s,” Ash 
explained.

edge as a store of wealth has been steadily 
eroded. Physical gold ownership looks attrac¬ 
tive to individuals worried about the future of 
savings. 

“Gold’s appeal is only likely to grow until real 
returns paid to cash turn sharply higher.” 

Financial advisor Hargreaves Lansdown 
(HL) leaves share tips off the front page of its 
latest newsletter to small clients, and makes a 
case for gold instead. 

“Given the current economic environment, it 
is time to revisit the merits or otherwise of the 
‘yellow metal’,” says HL’s Richard Hunter. 

“It has proved a remarkably resilient store of 
value over hundreds of years, and in addition is 
an asset where investors seek protection when 
they need it most.” 

He notes the net inflow of funds 
M into all types of gold investment 
soared 80 per cent to a record £18 
i billion in 2008, despite falling 
demand for gold jewellery in India 
and the Middle East. 

Many of HL’s small investors use 
the BlackRock Gold & General 
fund to gain exposure to gold mar¬ 
kets. It holds shares in 40-70 compa¬ 
nies, most of them gold producers. 

“It is realistic to have five per 
cent of your long-term savings in 
this fund,” says HL’s Mark 
Dampier. 

“Gold may be a fickle animal, but 
given serious geopolitical and eco¬ 
nomic problems, there is reason to 
see gold prices going significantly 
higher from here.” 

There are various way for individu¬ 
als to hold gold: Exchange Traded 
Funds, jewelleiy, coins (sovereigns or 
krugerrands) and bars, or derivatives 
which track gold prices among them. 


Mining shares are another option. Hunter 
reckons a five per cent rise in gold prices trig¬ 
gers a 10-15 per cent hike in share prices, 
though this effect works equally strongly in 
the opposite direction. 

At discount broker Killik & Co, analyst Mike 
Gilligan says: “Investor scepticism about the 
rationale for gold investment is valid, given 
that it is a non-income-producing asset hard to 
value from a fundamental perspective. 

“However, the macroeconomic case for high¬ 
er gold prices remains intact. 

“The recent spike in gold prices on the back 
of plans for US quantitative easing serves to 
reinforce our view that gold will serve as an 
insurance policy against inflationary pres¬ 
sures and/or economic dislocation.” 

Volatile 

Gilligan thinks gold demand could soar if 
Japan and China eventually reduce their vast 
dollar surpluses. 

Frank Cochran, at financial advisor FSC 
Investment Services, notes that BlackRock 
Gold and General has performed “out of its 
skin”. 

“Available data suggests gold prices going 
higher from here,” he said. 

“In a high-risk portfolio, we might have 25 
per cent in this fund. Lower-risk investors pre¬ 
fer five-10 per cent. The fund is a long-term 
hold, for capital growth rather than income.” 

The downside is that gold’s price remains 
highly volatile: since February, for example, 
the price has dropped from £700 to £576 per 
ounce, a fall of 18 per cent. 

If Chancellor Alistair Darling has it right, 
the ‘green shoots’ of recovery might return us 
to a financial world we know and understand. 

If it doesn’t, the attractions of gold are likely 
to increase, even if few of us are ready to buy 
at a vending-machine.

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Red tape, a growing 
cost for businesses

SMALL businesses in the South 
East lose more than £1.4 billion 
every year due to government red 
tape, new figures have shown. 

Research carried out by small business 
lobby and support group the Forum of 
Private Business (FPB) found firms in the 
region spend around £1,403 million each 
year complying with legislation - the highest 
amount for any region in the UK. 

The figure, drawn up using feedback from 
FPB members, means entrepreneurs in the 
South East face the biggest bill in the coun¬ 
try for carrying out the paperwork 
associated with running a small J 
business. 

The £1.4bn figure for the ^ 
region, based on the amount 
of company time and money 
spent complying with the 
rules, includes £309m % 
spent on health 
and safety legisla¬ 
tion, £36lm spent 
dealing with paper¬ 
work on employment law 
and £37m on dismissals 
and redundancy. 

The work associated with 
staff absences cost £59m, 
costs associated with materni¬ 
ty came in at £36m and the 
work related to disciplinary 
issues was worked out at £49m. 



FPB spokesman Matt Goodman said: “Our 
research shows complying with red tape 
remains one of the major cost burdens facing 
smaller businesses, swallowing up valuable 
time and money that could be used more 
profitably elsewhere. 

“In addition, at a time when protecting 
both workers and businesses should be a pri¬ 
ority, regulations are increasingly burden¬ 
some as businesses take on more staff” 
Micro businesses (zero to nine employees) 
spend an average of 33 hours per month 
complying with regulations, small business¬ 
es (10 to 49 employees) 48 hours per month 
and medium-sized companies (50 to 249 
employers) 131 hours - equivalent to one 
full-time member of staff. 

Employment law is the costliest 
bureaucratic burden, costing small 
businesses £2.4bn per year. Health 
and safety administration costs 
£2.1bn and tax £1.8bn per 
year, according to the FPB’s 
research. 

The average time per 
month spent on employment 
red tape (dismissals and 
redundancy, discipline, absence 
controls and management, parental 
leave, and holidays) is ten hours. For 
health and safety, it is eight hours. 
Business owners spend an average 
of seven hours each month on tax 
administration, four on building 
and property regulations, four on 
standards, three on environment 
waste regulations, and an hour per 
month on equality and diversity.

BUSINESS owners and managers 
across Kent are reducing costs, 
becoming more transparent, and 
investing in customer service in a 
bid to keep clients happy and avoid 
losing valuable business. 

That’s the picture revealed by new research 
from independent invoice financier Bibby 
Financial Services. 

While it’s not surprising that nearly two 
thirds (61 per cent) of business owners in the 
South East are actively pursuing new busi¬ 
ness as a priority to ride out the downturn, 
many (55 per cent) appreciate the importance 
of protecting existing revenue by upping cus¬ 
tomer service levels. 

Transparent 

And, more than a third (42 per cent) of the 
region’s business owners are actually increas¬ 
ing their spending on hospitality as a means of 
retaining existing customers. 

In fact, with 44 per cent of small and medi¬ 
um-sized businesses in the South East under 
pressure from customers to reduce their costs, 
more than half (56 per cent) of business own¬ 
ers were in the process of trying to balance the 
books by negotiating better terms with their 
own suppliers. 

The research also revealed one in three busi¬ 
ness owners in the South East are now more 
transparent with clients and customers, for 
example giving them an insight into future 
business plans. 

Despite their best efforts to take control of 


their firm in these unsettling times, effectively 
managing late payment and improving cash 
flow is still a major concern for 60 per cent of 
SME owners in the region. 

Bibby Financial Services South East 
spokesman Andy Leopold said: “The drive for 
new business is all very well, but not if you’re 
putting your all-important existing client base 
at risk at the same time. 

“While it’s promising to see the measures 
South East businesses are putting in place to 
survive the recession - ones which will also 
set them in good stead for long-term success - 
it is clear cash flow is still a major priority for 
businesses. 

“Although the Government has now intro¬ 
duced several measures aimed at increasing 
cash flow to small businesses, few of them 
really seem to be taking hold, not least 
because the banks are themselves still strug¬ 


gling with liquidity issues. 

“The important thing is for business owners 
in the region to look at all aspects of their cash 
flow situation, whether they need to tackle 
increasing late payment, or whether they need 
to change their pricing structure to stimulate 
client interest.” 

In most cases, newer business owners, for 
example those operating since 2006, are more 
likely to be open and transparent with clients 
and customers about their situation and 
future business plans, and least likely to be 
making changes in relation to cash flow. 

Indeed, business owners without experience 
of previous recessions are least prepared to 
reduce costs for clients or customers. 

In contrast, those who’ve been running 
their business for longer and have experi¬ 
enced several other recessions are more like¬ 
ly to view financial changes as a way to get

their business through the recession. 

When it comes to business sectors, those in 
transport are most likely to be following the 
cash is king mantra, with 86 per cent looking 
at managing late payment and improving 
cash flow, compared to just 46 per cent in the 
hotel and catering sector. 

Mr Leopold said: “Irrespective of your expe¬ 
rience, whether you’re a new business owner 
or more practised, cash flow should always 
be your key priority. 

“It is worth looking at all potential ways to 


improve this, whether it be taking measures 
to improve client retention, negotiating sup¬ 
ply chain deals, or even simply reviewing 
your finances. 

“Taking steps such as talking to your bank 
to apply for an increased overdraft facility - 
though at the moment this could be easier 
said than done - or looking at other cash flow 
options, such as invoice finance, which frees 
up the value held in your outstanding invoic¬ 
es, will ensure you are able to focus efforts on 
getting your business through the recession.”

Buy a car to save cash

IT MIGHT sound mad to buy a 
new car during a recession. 

But with savings accounts earning so little, 
you will be surprised by what you can earn by 
waving your wad around in the car trade, 
where business has plummeted over the 
past year. 

Fact is, there has been much hype about 
the Government-sponsored Scrappage 
scheme launched in May (see later story), 
but there have been hefty discounts avail¬ 
able on most new cars for months now - 
whether you have a 10-year-old ‘scrapper’ 
to trade or not. 

Discounted 

Even if, after raiding the bank account and 
teasing the dealer, your cash does not stretch 
to the discounted asking price, there are other 
deals that can be factored in, such as zero or 
low rate finance. 

And don’t forget to ask for trimmings like a 
tank of fuel, car mats or discounts on any little 
add-ons you might fancy. 

Do your homework though to ensure you are 
not buying a car on ‘run-out’, where production 
or importing ceased a while ago, or one with 
the wrong engine. 

After all, with fuel prices continuing to be 
volatile, you don’t want to trade in your old gas 
guzzler for another just as bad. 

Buy wisely though and your new vehicle 
could save on fuel, insurance, road tax and 
even depreciation, though cars will always 
devalue - unless they achieve classic status. 

You can also afford to congratulate yourself 
for offloading something less efficient in favour 
of a modem and more eco-friendly model.

GO GREEN: Enjoy the space and luxury of a greener big car like the new Vauxhall Insignia 
ecoFLEX rather than downsize, but check the higher purchase cost against lower running 
costs - you might be better off with the conventional Insignia equivalent 


On the other hand, review what you have to 
part-exchange; you might have lost tons on that 
big 4x4, but work out what it will cost you to run 
it for the next three years - it might be a lot less 
than the cost of chopping it for a new car. 

Road tax might also favour downsizing to a 
more efficient motor - gas guzzling limos or 
4x4s face £950 a year road tax from next year 
- but road tax is still a relatively small part of 
the motoring budget for most of us. 

Many superminis sit in the lowest road tax 
band of £35 a year and though you might be 


tempted by new tax-exempt diesel eco models, 
just check the price against a standard version 
of the same car. 

The eco supermini might save you £105 in 
road tax over three years, but how much will 
you pay upfront for it? A lot more. 

So, check out conventional equivalents of eco 
models and don’t dismiss petrol power; that 
fuel is still cheaper and makes sense for lower 
mileage users, while emission and consump¬ 
tion levels are closing the gap on heavier diesel 
equivalents.

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Government’s scrapheap 
challenge has taken flight

IT WAS a dodgy take-off, but the 
Government’s £2,000-a-go incen¬ 
tive to scrap older cars in return 
for new ones is now flying. 

Applications have boomed, prompting 
fears that the £300 million fund set aside by 
the Treasury could be exhausted before the 
official cut-off date next March. 

There is some talk of a top-up donation, 
but if you are considering swapping your 
banger then get your new car order in 
now - firm orders will be honoured even 
if the delivery of the new car is delayed. 

The donor car must have been regis¬ 
tered before August 31, 1999 and your 
name must have been on the V5 ‘logbook’ 
for 12 months before the date your new 
car order is placed. 

For their part, carmakers have mostly 
embraced the deal after initial disappoint¬ 
ment that they would be expected to con¬ 
tribute half of each ‘£2,000 Government 
Scrappage grant’ and noting that the 
Treasury would claw back some of its money 
through VAT on each car sale. 

Some brands have even put extra money 
on the table on top of their £1,000 per unit as 
well as extra specification and zero per cent 
finance - though this is no longer a big deal 
when interest rates are so low.

On the other hand, consumers with 
savings will know they are receiving pre¬ 
cious little return and it is tempting to seek 
a psychological boost from buying a new 
motor that should be cheaper to fuel and tax. 

And don’t be despondent if you’re not in a 
position to take advantage of Scrappage; 
with the exception of city cars and supermin¬ 
is, you should get a hefty discount on most 
new cars in the current climate without 
needing a banger to scrap. 

If you have been out of the car market for 
a while though, do your research. You will 


have heard that diesel cars now outsell 
petrol, but that is not the full picture. 

They cost more and the extra weight can be 
wearing and intrusive in the smaller cars most 
in demand now and you need to cover many 
miles to recover the extra upfront outlay. 

Meanwhile, petrol is making a comeback 
with lighter, small capacity turbocharged 
engines able to deliver diesel pulling power 
and lower emissions. 

You might also consider a hybrid, but these 
cost more and this must also be weighed 
against the mileage you intend to cover.

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Drive smarter to save more 


DOWNSIZING to a more fuel and 
tax efficient car should be just part 
of your master plan to cut the 
motoring budget. 

The next stage involves smarter driving and 
journey planning and getting fitter by walking 
and cycling instead of using the car on short 
journeys - cold engines waste fuel and produce 
60 per cent more emissions than warm ones. 

Short car journeys also mean extra servicing 
and more engine wear. 


SMALL SAVERS: Downsizing to 
modern cars like the latest generation 
Mazda3 or newly revised Renault Clio 
(right) can save money, but applying 
just a few driving tips will knock more 
pounds off your motoring bill

If you must drive then follow these tips from 
the Institute of Advanced Motorists and RAC 
Foundation: 

• Plan your route to save strain on car and 
driver. Take the most direct route - a sat nav 
can help - and go off peak if possible. 
Commuters should think about car sharing, 
Park and Ride bus schemes or other public 
transport. 

• Have your vehicle serviced regularly. 
Neglected engines waste at least ten per cent 
more fuel and catalytic converters only clean 
emissions when properly maintained. 

• Check tyres - under-inflated tyres need 
replacing more often (itself an environmental 
problem), are dangerous and waste fuel. 
Check pressures weekly. 

• Obey speed limits to save money and stay 
legal. Feather the throttle as you reach cruis¬ 
ing speed; 56mph uses 25 per cent less fuel 
than 70mph and a smoother driving style 
saves fuel. 

• Accelerate briskly without 


racing the engine - pulling away too fast uses 
up to 60 per cent more fuel. Intelligent gear 
changes at modest engine speeds can save up 
to 15 per cent in fuel. 

• Reduce drag - remove roof racks and car¬ 
riers when not in use and keep windows closed 
to avoid drag and wasted fuel. Remove unnec¬ 
essary and heavy boot luggage and wide 
wheels and tyres that add rolling resistance. 
Air conditioning costs fuel too so try to use the 
fan and vents unassisted. 

• Buy green fuel and use less. Look for low 
sulphur ‘city’ diesel or cleaner petrol (low sul¬ 
phur/aromatics). Consider converting to LPG 
(liquid petroleum gas) - half the price of petrol 
and cleaner. 

• Think ahead - there is no point rushing 
and then having to brake suddenly. 

• Be a tank miser. Why fill the tank to the 
brim and bum more fuel carrying more weight 
than necessary? 

• Stuck in traffic? Turn off the engine after 
two minutes to save fuel and emissions.

WHATEVER you do, don’t swap 
your current car just to save a few 
pounds on road tax. 

On the other hand, Government efforts to 
tax ‘gas guzzlers’ off the road can further ease 
the burden on your motoring budget if you 


plan to downsize or go for a more fuel-efficient 
model. 

Chancellor Alistair Darling has taken the 
pressure off a bit after an outcry induced 
by draconian rates due to be applied 
to larger cars, just as the recession 
clobbered the economy. 

But Labour - and a 
Conservative government is 
unlikely to be different due to 
the world’s environmental 
worries - has said it will 
continue to drive down 
vehicle sizes and emissions 
by using tough VED 
(Vehicle Excise Duty) rates, 
based on C02 emissions 
rather than fuel consumption and 
applying only to cars registered after March 1, 
2001.

The horrible 
modern concrete footbridge could be 
blocked off, or removed, to stop vandalism. 

The station could be repaired for not too 
much more than the cost of flattening the 
area for good. Most of the infrastructure 
remains and has done for over a century. 

It could make the development a great 
blend of old and new. It would also make 
use of a splendid part of our railway her¬ 
itage which is about to be lost for ever. 

Railtrack has now officially closed the line 
and we would like people to sign the online 
petition to halt demolition of the remaining 
station, viaduct and track.

Praised to the skies 

Dogfights in the summer skies above my 
father’s Thanet farm with Spitfires and 
Hurricanes pitted against the might of the 
Luftwaffe are some of my earliest memories. 

Watching those World War Two aerial 
duels was wonderfully exciting for me as a 
small boy, far too young to understand that 
the fate of civilisation was being decided 
overhead. 

If we hadn’t won the Battle of Britain 
there would have been no D-Day, which 
made eventual victory possible. 

Churchill’s immortal words: “Never in the 
field of human conflict was so much owed by 
so many to so few”, captured that defining 
moment so well. 

Shortly we in the frontline county will 
again be remembering that epic struggle as 
we commemorate the 69th anniversary. I 
am privileged to be among those honouring 
some of the last of the Few at the Battle of 
Britain Memorial Trust veterans’ dinner in 
Ashford on Saturday, July 11, and at the 
memorial day parade and service at Capel- 
le-Feme the following day. 

Incredibly, the Battle of Britain took place 
a little over 30 years after the first manned 
flights. Our county has witnessed many 
firsts in the comparatively short history of 
aviation. Over the weekend of July 25-26, 
Dover and the Duke of York’s Royal Military 
School will be celebrating the centenary of 
Louis Bleriot’s historic cross-Channel flight 


in 1909. And in May, the Isle of Sheppey’s 
claim to fame as birthplace of our aviation 
and the first flight in Britain was marked by 
celebrations and the unveiling of a com¬ 
memorative stone by Group Captain Patrick 
Tootal, one of my deputy lieutenants, and 
the decorated Battle of Britain fighter pilot 
Bob Foster. 

The island’s aviation heritage is the stuff 
of legend. It was a magnet for the founding 
fathers of aviation, including Wilbur and 
Orville Wright from the United States, and 
the Short Brothers. And it saw the birth of 
naval flying, encouraged by Churchill, who 
himself flew at Eastchurch and described it 
as “a novel and thrilling experience”. 

Early fighters flew from Kentish airfields 
to combat the zeppelins and the Gotha 
bombers in World War One, and between the 
wars Shorts built their famous flying boats 
on the Medway. 

Kent’s World War Two airfields are a 
Battle of Britain roll of honour in them¬ 
selves: Biggin Hill, Detling, Eastchurch, 
Gravesend, Hawkinge, Lympne, Manston, 
Rochester and West Mailing. 

And it was from Manston in 1942 that 
heroic Fleet Air Arm crews flew their slow 
and flimsy Swordfish biplanes to launch tor¬ 
pedoes against three powerful German war¬ 
ships, Schamhorst, Gneisenau and Prinz 
Eugen. None of the aircraft and only five of 
our 18 airmen survived. 

Some of these famous airfields are still 
operational, although thankfully nowadays 
for civil aviation, continuing the remarkable 
story of Kent’s flying heritage. 

So this month, as we salute the brave 
young men who held the line in Kentish 
skies in the dark days of two world wars, let 
us also remember the achievements of the 
great pioneers who gave our county pride of 
place in the annals of British flight.

Skewed voting system 

The system used to count the votes in the 
recent county elections has led to an unbal¬ 
anced council, with the Conservatives con¬ 
trolling 74 of the 84 seats, having won less 
than half the votes.

This week, 64 councillors 
voted themselves an eight per cent increase 
in personal allowances. 

To put this into context, staff at KCC were 
offered a one per cent increase in salary this 
year and many more people are struggling 
to cope on reduced incomes, especially pen¬ 
sioners and those who have lost their jobs in 
the recession. It is outrageous for politicians 
to vote to line their own pockets so soon 
after an election. Is this the new Tory Party 
David Cameron is promising?

THERE could be a better time to 
launch a new-look Range Rover. 

It would be a time when global recession does 
not hog headlines and key motoring messages 
are not downsizing, fuel-saving and lower 
emissions. 

However, the world’s favourite luxury 4x4 
and the car with as much claim now to the 
prestigious RR initials as a certain Rolls-Royce, 
has something to shout about as the 2010 
range arrives in showrooms this month. 

Specifications have had a boost - though 
prices have also crept up too - and there is a 
new flagship engine. 

On the face of it, this new supercharged 5.0- 
litre V8 petrol unit would seem to be the last 
option desired by even well-heeled RR cus¬ 
tomers - most will opt for the familiar 3.6-litre 
TDV8 unit carried over from last year’s range. 

However, Land Rover insists that the new 
petrol V8, developed with sister brand Jaguar, 
is an impressive technological feat delivering 
high performance and efficiency. 



NEW ENGINE: The Range Rover Sport is 
due out in September and will be available 
with a 3.0-litre V6 diesel engine option 

Its output is 29 per cent up and the pulling 
power is 12 per cent better than the old 4.2- 
litre engine, yet C02 emissions and fuel con¬ 
sumption are improved by 5.6 per cent and 6.2 
per cent respectively. 

It is available only in flagship Autobiography 
trim, though at £75,695 - prices for the diesel 
Vogue entry model start at £64,695. 

The RR line-up will see another new engine 
in September when the 2010 Range Rover 
Sport arrives featuring another joint venture 
with Jaguar - a stunning 3.0-litre V6 diesel 
option already seen on the Jag XF. 

It will give the ‘junior RR’ diesel model a stag¬ 


gering 36 per cent more pulling power, or torque, 
and consequent savings on fuel and emissions. 

It shows that while Land Rover is seen as a 
symbol of the bad old days in motoring - high¬ 
lighted when Greenpeace picketed the 
Midlands factory - it is using its technological 
muscle to re-invent its products. 

As a short-term fix it became an industry 
leader in carbon offsetting to address climate 
change/global warming and its smallest model, 
the Freelander, is now available with ‘Stop-Start’ 
technology to save fuel in town centre traffic. 

But LR’s future rests on a £400 million proj¬ 
ect to build a car based on the LRX ‘mini Land 
Rover’ concept car that wowed several industry 
shows and even secured a modest £27 million 
development grant from the Government. 

The design brief is “Range Rover levels of 
quality, drivability and breadth of performance 
in a more compact, more sustainable, package” 
and do not rule out a hybrid powertrain; Toyota 
proved the viability and demand with a second 
generation RX petrol-electric 4x4 launched 
recently and LR will be keen to follow.

VW challenges Golf GTI with new Golf 


VOLKSWAGEN has just launched 
what is probably the fiercest rival to 
its GTI hot hatch icon. 

It’s another Golf, but a perform¬ 
ance diesel GTD version (from 
£21,850) that highlights how diesel 
cars have overtaken petrol in the 
new car market. 

The three and five-door newcom¬ 
er’s smooth 170PS (168bhp) 2.0-litre 
turbodiesel can take the GTD to 
62mph in 8.1 seconds. 

Though shy of the GTI’s 6.9 
seconds, shrewd private buyers 
and tax-conscious company car 
user choosers will note the trade¬ 
off: C02 emissions of just 139g/km 
(£ 120/year road tax) and potential 


average fuel consumption of 53mpg. 

This compares with the GTI’s 
170g/km (£175) and 38.7mpg and 
slightly higher starting price of 
£22,415. 

As with the GTI, VW is also offer¬ 
ing the GTD with its impressive six- 
speed twin-clutch DSG automatic 
gearbox, which mirrors fuel con¬ 
sumption of a manual equivalent 
and can be driven in manual mode. 

The diesel flier looks lower and 
meaner than a standard Golf, wears 
a GTI bumper and honeycomb grille 
framed by chrome fins and has 
unique 17-inch ‘Seattle Black’ alloys 
and distinctive grey, white and black 
tartan upholstery. 



YOU know road users are getting the eco message when 
van models start to get leaner, greener and meaner. 

Whether the proverbial white-van man will like it 
remains to be seen, but van operators can now buy a Ford 
Transit - the nation’s favourite panel pan - with the 
ECOnetic package applied to the most fuel-efficient low 
emission versions of big-selling Fords. 

Priced from £18,095 and based on the popular front- 
driven Transit 280 short wheelbase model, it costs just 
£290 more than the base Transit version yet averages 
nearly 40mpg. This is likely to save hard-pressed 
operators 10 per cent on fuel, while showing their envi¬ 
ronmental awareness. 

However, its modest price does highlight the much 
greater premium that consumers have to pay for Ford’s 
ECOnetic car models against conventional counterparts.

ASTON Martin has glimpsed an eco 
future and may now develop a luxury 
city car with motor giant Toyota. 

The British supercar brand - 
famous for supplying 007’s beefy 
coupes in the James Bond movies - is 
developing its Cygnet concept based 
on Toyota’s impressive IQ baby car. 

Using the IQ’s compactness, econ¬ 
omy and Euro NCAP five-star safe¬ 
ty rating - no mean feat considering 


the scale of that car, launched 
earlier this year - AM can apply its 
luxury craftsmanship and comfort 
to a completely new segment of the 
market. 

Company chief Dr Ulrich Bez said: 
“Now is the right time for Aston 
Martin to take this first bold step to 
embark on this special project.” 

Don’t expect Bond to take the same 
step with you though.

TIMED to perfection as we enjoy 
our brightest summer in years, 
Lexus launches a long-awaited 
opentop version of the IS compact 
executive model this month. 

Just as the saloon has become a formida¬ 
ble and keenly-priced rival to the sector¬ 
leading BMW 3-Series, so the IS 250C 
attacks the UK market’s most aspirational 
opentop car - the 3-Series Convertible. 

Like the Beemer, the croptop Lexus fea¬ 
tures an electric folding hardtop; Toyota’s 
luxury arm says the format delivers better 
security, aerodynamics and refinement. 

Strengthening 

The usual flexing weakness of convert¬ 
ibles - highlighted by so called ‘scuttle 
shake’ - is less of a problem for folding 
hardtops in ‘roof up’ mode, but Lexus has 
installed under-floor cross-bracing and 
other body strengthening to ensure that 
the 250C exhibits near identical NVH 
(noise, vibration and harshness) charac¬ 
teristics to its saloon sister when driving 
‘top down’. 

The three-part aluminium roof on the 
IS250C attaches behind a steeply raked 
windscreen, takes just 20 seconds to raise 
or lower at the touch of a button and looks 
good up or down. 

A cheaper diesel option is surely on the 
cards, but power for now comes from a 
204bhp 2.5-litre V6 engine with six-speed 
automatic transmission, priced from 
£34,500, which is competitive with its 
BMW equivalent. 

However, even the current model 250C 
comes with a typically generous standard 
spec including 18-inch alloys, aluminium 



sports pedals, parking sensors, auto wind¬ 
screen wipers, eight-speaker/six CD changer 
premium sound system with USB and aux¬ 
in sockets, Bluetooth, keyless entry and 
push-button start, cruise control, leather 
seats, electrically adjustable front seats and 
dual-zone climate control. 

The car’s auto transmission can be driven 
as a manual via the gearshift or steering 
wheel paddles, and Lexus claims that it 
delivers good driver feedback, thanks to 
faster downshift times than when in fully 
auto mode. 

The car’s performance is lively, especially 
considering all that extra bracing; it will hit 
62mph in nine seconds and reach a 130mph 
maximum. It should also average around 
30mpg, but the 219g/km of C02 emissions 
places it in Band K (£215/year) for road tax.

WHO invented the supermini? 

The word itself was not coined until the mid- 
1980s, but there were small hatchbacks 
around before that. 

The Italians probably take the credit: the 
Pininfarina design house penned the two 
doors and a tailgate’ layout of the 1958 Austin 
A40, and Fiat created what was surely the 
supermini blueprint by launching the 127 in 
1971. 

It arrived with a boot, but was ‘hatched’ 
with a high-lift tailgate a year later and the 
familiar format had arrived - others rushed 
to follow. 

Chic 

But if the Italians picked up the ball, the 
French ran with it; the 1972 Renault 5 not 
only fitted the supermini mould but became a 
huge seller. 

Arch rival Peugeot - better known for bigger 
cars - could not match the chic ‘Cinq’ until the 
205 arrived in the 1980s, just in time to epito¬ 
mise the new ‘supermini’ label.

Since then, Peugeot has hardly put a foot 
wrong with the type; the 205 stayed in pro¬ 
duction for 14 years, becoming the best-sell¬ 
ing Peugeot of all time, only to see that 


record smashed by its successor, the 206. 

That car was only partially replaced by the 
207 tested here, continuing as a bargain base¬ 
ment alternative built in Slovakia and not 


scheduled for the chop until 2010, while the 
bigger 207 is one of a new breed of ‘supersize 
superminis’ including the Vauxhall Corsa and 
Renault Clio.

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It wears its size well though with sharp 
styling, a deep window line and huge sweeping 
headlamps. 

It is a far bigger and more comfortable car 
inside than its predecessor, even if the raked 
back exacerbates slightly cramped rear seat¬ 
ing and headroom. 

That rear end also means a boot that is only 
par for the course in this sector, though the 
60/40 split folding seats lay flat to create a 
van-like rear. 

The 207’s arrival in 2006 heralded a drive 
upmarket in cabin quality by the French mar¬ 
que - a trend adopted by many Western main¬ 
stream brands keen to stay ahead of ambi¬ 
tious Eastern rivals. 

Enhanced 

Those deep windows bring in plenty of light, 
enhanced on the test car by the optional Cielo 
panoramic roof - a no-brainer really at £400 
extra. 

All this light falls on quality materials and 
an excellent dashboard layout; extra audio 
controls are mounted on a wide stalk on the 
right of the steering column - obviously 
cheaper than mounting them on the wheel 
itself, yet makeing them easily accessible 


whatever steering lock is being applied. 

The only black mark is a lack of stowage 
in front made worse by a pitifully small 
glovebox/cooler compartment disguised by 


an oversize lid. This small gripe is forgotten 
on the road; Peugeot’s forte in the supermi¬ 
ni era has been chassis designs that consis¬ 
tently deliver a good drive with decent ride 
comfort. 

The 207 grips well and can be pressed hard, 
with well-controlled body roll on the comers. 

Engine choice runs from the lively 1.4-litre 
entry petrol engine - a better way into 207 
ownership than it appears - to mainstay 1.6- 
litre petrol variants and two similar capacity 
diesel line-ups. 

Our high-level Sport spec test car had the 
1.6-litre HDi diesel unit in mid-range 90bhp 
output, which is a fine all-rounder. 

It can be a bit raucous when cold and put 
under pressure, but there is plenty of 
pulling power for safer exiting of junctions 
or overtaking, though the five-speed gearbox 
feels vague. 

The 207 can look pricey, but has to be on any 
supermini shopping list and the current Verve 
special edition is a good deal from £12,040 
with alloys and air con as standard.

‘Withdraw this 
stealth tax on 
flying public’ 

THE Government has been urged to with¬ 
draw proposed changes to air passenger 
duty (APD) by the Board of Airline 
Representatives in the UK (Bar UK). 

The changes, due to be implemented in 
November, and again in November, 2010, 
are, says Bar UK, a stealth tax on the trav¬ 
elling public which will prove harmful to 
UK business and act as a tariff barrier 
against airlines. 

Chief executive Mike Carrivick said: “It’s 
time the Government listened and under¬ 
stood the detrimental effects the new APD 
levels will impose. The new regime is effec¬ 
tively a tariff barrier that is aimed to hit the 
pockets of the flying public. 

Choice 

“Many will just not be able to afford to 
travel by air. Moreover, this won’t just be 
UK residents doing business, going on holi¬ 
day or visiting friends and family. This will 
also put a great number of visitors off trav¬ 
elling to the UK, especially from afar. 

“The charges will simply make it too 
expensive to visit the UK compared with 
other parts of the world. The Government 
must recognise that in most cases the 
inbound leisure passenger has a choice of 
European airports. 

“Bar UK calls for the Government to 
withdraw the proposed increases this year 
and next. We will continue to lobby them on 
this matter.” 

Brighton breezy 

ACCOUNTANTS from Ashford pedalled 
their way to a four-figure sum for charity in 
the annual London to Brighton Bike Ride. 

Nine volunteers from WK Finn-Kelsey 
saddled up and completed the 54-mile 
course. In doing so, they raised £1,000 for 
the British Heart Foundation. 

Paul Nixon, associate manager, said: ‘We 
would like to express our gratitude to all 
our generous sponsors and look forward to 
taking part again in 2010.” 


A TORY MP has called on the 
Transport Secretary to demand 
assurances that British firms will 
get a fair chance of earning a slice 
of a rail project worth £7.5 billion. 

Julian Brazier, who represents Canterbury 
and Whitstable, made the call amid concerns 
local companies would not get a look in when 
it comes to bidding for work on a new train 
project. 

He was spurred into action after being con¬ 
tacted by Amphenol, based in Whitstable. 

The firm is a manufacturer of connectors 
and interconnect systems for the military and 
aerospace markets. Bosses wrote to the Mr 


Brazier voicing concerns over being given a 
fair chance to bid for sub-contracts in a £7.5bn 
railway contract. The Government’s preferred 
bidder for the Intercity Express programme 
for the building of trains on the East Coast 
and Great Western main lines is Agility 
Trains, led by Japanese firm Hitachi. 

The project will require 1,400 carriages. In 
his letter to the minister, Lord Adonis, Mr 
Brazier says: “I have been contacted by the 
managing director of Amphenol, an engineer¬ 
ing company in my constituency. 

“What concerns the management of 
Amphenol is just how many of these [car¬ 
riages] will be built in Britain. I am told no 
decision has been made, but it is clear that 
should the work be carried out in Japan - 


which is not unlikely - then the opportunity 
for companies like Amphenol to bid for work 
for which they are ideally suited will be great¬ 
ly restricted. 

“The European Commission has already 
highlighted the difficulties of entry for non- 
Japanese companies in the Japanese market. 

“I would be grateful if you could let me know 
what is being done to ensure British compa¬ 
nies will benefit from this contract, and what 
is being done to open up the Japanese rail 
market.” 

He also calls on the minister to specify the 
nationalities the other constituent companies 
in the Agility consortium, and if an amount in 
terms of percentage or value for contracts 
being awarded to UK can be clarified.

W HILE credit crunch casualty 
Woolworths enjoys its online re¬ 
launch, town centre officials across 
Kent have expressed anger at the chaos left 
behind. 

Six months after the high street brand went bust, many 
of the larger stores in the county remain empty. This has 
left gaping holes in some of the most prestigious areas of 
Kent’s town centres, and made managers furious. 

Bill Moss, Maidstone’s town centre manager said: “We 
were appalled at the way the building was left. They just 
upped and went, leaving us with a big mess. There are 
rows and rows of empty shelving and posters which have 
been ripped off the walls.” 

Despite trying for weeks to communicate with the 
administrators, Deloitte, there has been no response, Mr 
Moss said. 

“We’ve been trying to talk to them about making some 
use of at least the front windows, but we get nowhere. 

“There has been interest from companies, but to my 
knowledge no-one has secured the premises. It is one of

the major stores in town and a key location. We are try¬ 
ing to decide what to do.” 

In east Kent, some former Woolworths stores have 
secured new owners. In Whitstable and Heme Bay, 
budget supermarket Iceland is preparing to move in, 
although the outlets have not opened yet, leading to 
growing impatience in the coastal towns. 

Dawn Hudd, head of economic development and 
tourism at Canterbury council, said the city’s St

George’s Street store was also left in a sorry state. 

“It does look quite messy. There’s rubbish inside and 
it doesn’t look good,” she said. “We are keen to get it 
occupied, but getting the right tenant takes a lot of 
time.” 

She also said working with the administrators had 
proved difficult: “It’s hard to get hold of 
them. They’re looking to maximise their 
profit and get the best deal. 

“It’s likely they are holding out for a 
buyer for all the major stores, which makes 
it slightly difficult.” 

She added: “If we owned the lease we’d 
have done something about it, because we 
are concerned.” 

Unlike in some other areas, Canterbury 
council owns the freehold, but not the lease 
for the building. 

Ms Hudd said the council was consider¬ 
ing a range of options over how to use the 
store, with the possibility of splitting it into 
separate units. In this economic climate 
she doubts they would be able to get a sin¬ 
gle retailer to take over the entire store. 

John Barber, the town centre manager 
for Folkestone, said the arrival of a new 
Wilkinsons store opposite has softened the 
blow. 

“The state of our Woolworths isn’t too 
bad - it’s just empty windows and an 
empty store,” he said. 

“We had a good relationship with the 
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leaving our high streets to inherit a shabby legacy 



manager of the old store, which has made 
things better for us. We are hanging on in 
there and many former Woolworths cus¬ 
tomers are now using Wilkinsons.” 

Mr Barber said a mooted move to the 
premises by budget retailer Primark was in 
the “very distant background”. 

In response to the claims about messy 
premises and poor communication, Deloitte 
refused to comment on individual stores. 

However, it did say staff spent a three or 
four-day period clearing the shops at the 
end of the closing down sales. But town cen¬ 
tre managers say Woolworths staff facing 
unemployment were unlikely to be in the 
mood to do a thorough job. 

Deloitte said any queries regarding empty 
premises should be emailed to woolworth- 
sproperties@deloitte.co.uk. 

A Deloitte official said: “We have been 
going through a process of finding buyers 
for empty stores.” 

They also blamed piles of unread post for 
any “unsightly” appearances in stores. 

The new Woolworths online store, owned 
by Shop Direct, sells children’s wear, includ¬ 
ing some of the Ladybird range, toys, enter¬ 
tainment and party products. 

Sticking with tradition, they also offer the 
store’s famous pick’n’mix, with a minimum 
selection of lOOg - costing 99p. 

The bags of candy proved their popularity 
earlier this year, after the last ever bag from 
a Woolworths store sold on eBay for 
£14,500.

‘End uncertainty 
on energy plans’ 


FIRMS are choosing not to invest 
in new developments which 
would benefit the environment 
because of uncertainty over the 
future of planning policy. 

That is the claim of the 
Confederation of British Industry 
(CBI), with regional director 
Malcolm Hyde claiming huge 
investment is needed to improve 
the energy system and reduce car¬ 
bon emissions. 

Mr Hyde said: “Massive private 
sector investment will be required 
to get our energy system up to 
scratch and cut carbon emissions, 
but delays in implementing the 
Planning Act are threatening the 
future of critical energy projects. 

“Businesses are not going to 
commit to building the wind, 
nuclear and clean-coal power sta¬ 
tions that will be needed to keep 
the lights on if they think the 


goalposts are going to get shifted 
further down the line.” 

The CBI is calling on the 
Government to bring forward the 
publication of the long-awaited 
national policy statements. 

Director general Richard 
Lambert says little progress has 
been made since the turn of the 
year, which is stopping firms 
from investing in new low-carbon 
energy. 

The CBI has suggested several 
actions that need to be taken by 
government and business during 
the next six months to get the UK 
back on track to build a low-car¬ 
bon economy and help consumers 
make low-carbon choices. 

Among the recommendations 
are introducing loans and incen¬ 
tives to make energy efficient 
improvements in homes and 
offices more attractive.

THE Financial Services Authority has just 
published the latest in a round of consulta¬ 
tions on how the financial services industry 
should deliver advice and products. 

The Retail Distribution Review will be 
the biggest change to sweep the industry 
for years. The changes are set to provide 
the clarity surrounding charges and com¬ 
missions that have been needed for some 
time. 

Instead of seeing a financial adviser, 
receiving a recommendation and then find¬ 
ing out how much commission the adviser 
has been paid, the changes require the 
adviser to tell the customer up front how 
much the advice will cost, and require the 
customer to decide whether they pay that 
amount as a fee, or whether they have the 
charge deducted on a pound-for-pound 
basis from their policy. 

This should reinspire confidence in an 
industry dogged for years by misselling 
scandals. And those who use independent 
advisers will feel confident there is no com¬ 
mission bias, as it will have been complete¬ 
ly removed. Consumer confidence will also 
be bolstered as the rules will require all 
financial advisers to have higher qualifica¬ 
tions than at present. So, on the whole, this 
legislation is welcomed. The one aspect that 
indicates some detriment is highlighted in 
the document where the FSA acknowledges 
cross-subsidies will be removed with the 
abolition of commission. 

This means the cost of financial advice is 
going to increase for smaller investors, 
whereas for larger investors the costs will 
reduce. This seems inevitable, but is defi¬ 
nitely an unwanted side effect. 


‘UK public sector 
too slow to react’ 

UK PUBLIC sector organisations appear much slower than their coun¬ 
terparts in other developed countries in planning the radical changes 
needed in order to cope with the looming public sector recession, a glob¬ 
al KPMG survey shows, writes James Benjamin . 

The survey among 124 senior civil servants in six countries reveals that only 15 per cent of 
British public sector bodies are planning to change their strategy for next year, compared with 
70 per cent of respondents from the USA and 60 per cent from Australia. 

According to the survey, the British are also least likely to rethink their organisation’s overall 
long-term strategy, only 35 per cent of British respondents plan to do so, compared with 71 per 
cent in the Netherlands or 70 per cent in the USA. 

Alan Downey, head of public sector at KPMG, said: “The results show there appears to be com¬ 
placency within the UK public sector as to the scale of problem. They are even more shocking 
because the financial problems in the UK are predicted to be much more severe than in some of 
the other countries surveyed. Projected Government deficits in the UK are much higher than in 
other countries and borrowing more or increasing taxes just won’t be an option. 

“The UK public sector is now faced with an important choice. Plan now for major changes and 
cost savings, in order to protect the quality of essential public services, or risk drifting unpre¬ 
pared into the looming public sector recession, which will lead to arbitrary cuts in services.” 

The survey also shows many of the UK pub-

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County’s roads 
a map for past 
cycling glories

ONE of cycling’s unique attrac¬ 
tions is that unlike, for example 
tennis, where only the smallest 
fraction of players ever gets to 
play on Centre Court, absolutely 
anyone can ride on the roads used 
by the world’s best riders. 

It is a sport that relies on and is defined by 
geography. Of its champions Lance 
Armstrong has ridden through Tunbridge 
Wells, Miguel Indurain through Goudhurst 
and Chris Boardman through High Halstow. 

As a result the county is littered with land¬ 
marks, from the obvious - start and finish 
lines for Tour de France stages - to the obscure 
- a patch of tarmac at the bottom of Boxley 
Hill where someone wanted to erect a plaque. 

O CANTERBURY 

KRISTIAN House’s hometown staged 
the finish of stage one of the 2007 Tour de 
France. As such it attracts its fair share of 
modem day pilgrims, riding the race route. 

The French can’t get enough of the place 
they call ‘Kontairbairee’, but logistical reasons 
meant the stage finish had to be on a fairly 
anonymous stretch of Rheims Way and not in 
front of the cathedral. 

It was here that Robbie McEwen stunned 
the field to win in 2007, and here that Bradley 
Wiggins raced as a junior. 

0 GOUDHURST 

GOUDHURST Hill was one of the most 
iconic places in the Kent Tour stage. 

It may only have been rated a fourth cate¬ 
gory climb by the organisers, but it attracted 
a staggering number of fans from all over the 
world and looked more like an Alp, with 
crowds up to 12 deep in places and helicop¬ 
ters buzzing overhead. 

The ‘sprint’ for King of the Mountains 
points didn’t actually take place at the very 
top of the hill, but was instead held in front 
of the Star & Eagle pub. A club cyclist would 
do well to average lOmph on this hill. The 
pros managed 15-20mph. 

0 BOXLEY HILL 

IN 1997 the World Cup came to Kent. 
Sadly it was only the cycling World Cup and 
it only lasted for a day, but the race, known 
as the Rochester Classic, did attract a top- 
class field, including Britain’s Olympic 
Champion Chris Boardman. 

Home fans had high hopes of a Boardman 
win, but when the riders were jostling for 
position on the lower slopes of Boxley, he 
crashed, aggravating a back injury he’d suf¬ 
fered in the Tour de France. 


As the Tour de France began this 
weekend, FRED ATKINS, author of 
the book Tour de Kent, lists five of 
the county’s landmarks the famous 
event has passed over the years.

Tour left Cavendish in tears 


TALENT: Mark Cavendish 


MARK Cavendish doesn’t have great memories of 
Kent. When he was told he’d been beaten by 
Canterbury’s Kristian House in the British Professional 
Road Race Championship last Sunday, his reaction 
was a mixture of incredulity and gracelessness. 

It wasn’t a surprise. Away from the heat of the race 
Cavendish can be eloquent and genial, but he is a 
notoriously ill-tempered interviewee in the immediate 
aftermath of a 40mph bunch sprint. 

This is understandable. It isn’t easy to keep your 
cool when you’ve just had other riders jam their 
elbows in your ribs and try to ram you into the crash 
barriers, only to be then asked “How do you feel?”. 

Cavendish is, however, very bad at losing - possibly 
because he’s so good at winning. 

Sir Chris Hoy may have got the knighthood, but at the 
age of 24, Cavendish is already arguably the greatest 
cyclist Britain has ever produced, having won four 
stages of the Tour de France last year and this spring’s 
Milan-San Remo classic. 

If these were the highpoints of a brief career to date, 
the low point was undoubtedly on July 8, 2007, at 
Farthing Common near Stanford, when his dreams of 
becoming the first British rider to win a stage of the 
Tour in the UK were shattered. 

A year before Cavendish had finished second in a 
stage of the Tour of Britain from Rochester to 
Canterbury and he was determined to learn from a 
key error he made, taking the wrong route at a round¬ 


about before the finish on Rheims Way. He was well- 
placed to challenge when disaster struck. 

Moments earlier the Australian sprinter Robbie 
McEwen had fallen at Blindhouse Lane, Sellindge, 
apparently leaving the field clear. 

Cavendish gave conflicting reports of what happened 
next, first saying he’d collided with a man, then telling 
the Guardian newspaper a woman was to blame. 

“It was 25km from the finish and I was up at the 
front,” he said. 

“If I had been further back I would’ve been okay. 
The next thing I know I’m lying on the ground. I hit a 
woman. It’s great that she wanted to watch, but peo¬ 
ple are not aware how the sport works over here.” 

What is known is that Cavendish was abandoned 
by his team-mates, unlike McEwen, who was towed 
back to the bunch. 

To make matters worse his chain had come off, 
costing him further precious seconds. 

Race officials threatened to disqualify him for riding 
too close to the team cars and without any support he 
tailed in several minutes behind McEwen, riding down 
Stone Street and into Canterbury in tears. 

Asked later what would have happened had his col¬ 
league waited, Cavendish said: “Robbie McEwen got 
back on - and he won.” 

The identity of his assailant remains unknown and 
for all his successes since, Cavendish will have unfin¬ 
ished business to attend to if the Tour returns to Kent. 


Local enthusiasts were so stunned they 
asked for a plaque to be erected to commem¬ 
orate the site. They got the Channel Tunnel 
rail link instead. 

O THANET WAY 

YOU would have to question the sanity 
of anyone who would willingly cycle along 
the A229, but Graeme Obree, the man who 
built his ‘old faithful’ bike out of washing 
machine parts among other things, was 
never a prisoner of convention. 

Time trialists like dual carriageways as, 
despite the obvious dangers, the superior 
road surfaces and the drag they get from the 
traffic allows them to post far quicker times 


than they would on country lanes. 

Obree, who would later become the subject 
of the film ‘Flying Scotsman’ starring Johnny 
Lee Miller, broke the UK 50-mile record on 
the Thanet Way in the early 1990s and went 
on to break the World Hour record. 

The Swanscombe section of the A2 used to 
be a favourite playground of time-trialists 
who valued speed before health, while until 
very recently Tour yellow-jersey wearer Sean 
Yates played dodge-the-juggemaut on the 
A21 course south of Tonbridge.

FRANKLY not the first place you’d 
choose for a leisure ride, nor one likely to 


become a tourist destination any time soon. 

It did, however witness a sit-down protest 
during the 2006 Tour of Britain. 

The stage began at Rochester Castle and 
was supposed to take a ceremonial tour of 
Chatham Dockyard. 

Somebody took a wrong turn and it was the 
final straw for a number of riders who, after 
a series of incidents earlier in the race, spat 
out the collective dummy and had a half- 
hour break under the vista of a Medway rail¬ 
way bridge. 

“It was a bonus for the people of Rochester,” 
race official Tony Doyle, a former world 
champion, said. “They got the race for 50 
minutes instead of 20.”

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Broken promises leave Shakey

SHANE Byme has hit out at his 
Sterilgarda Ducati team for failing 
to deliver on promises when he 
signed to race for them in the 
World Superbike Championship. 

The reigning British Superbike champion, 
from Sheppey, is the first person to admit 
his debut season in the world series has not 
gone to plan. 

The 33-year-old has struggled for the major¬ 
ity of the season riding for Sterilgarda Ducati 
and only the last two rounds at Donington 
Park and Misano have seen Byme on the pace. 

He picked up four top-six finishes from 
the four races, including a second place at 
San Marino, which could so easily have turned 
into a win. 

Despite a run of positive results, Byme 
remains frustrated by his 2009 season so far, 
especially with fellow Brits Leon Haslam and 
Tom Sykes having a better time on the world 
stage. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “To be honest, the 
recent results do not make up for the poor 
start to the season. I was promised a lot of 
things when we agreed the deal with the team 
and the move to World Superbikes, but it has 
not come off as I expected. 

“In motorsport the machinery is so impor¬ 


tant - you only have to look at Jenson Button 
in Formula One and how well he is doing in a 
good car. It is the same for me. 

“I am being beaten by Sykes and Haslam 
this season when last year I was beating them. 
It is frustrating because they are doing well 
this year - that should be me.” 

Although Byrne (10th in the standings) 
came agonisingly close to a first place in 
Misano, the racer feels he is no closer to 


achieving his first race win of the year. 

He said: “I think the only way we will win is 
if conditions are in my favour and for me not 
to make any mistakes. It is not for the want of 
trying because I am giving it everything. 

“The performance in the dry at Donington 
was genuine, which was nice.” 

Byme has revealed his agent is already talk¬ 
ing to various teams about securing a deal for 
next season. 


Tennis protege wins a place 
at famous Bollettieri school 


A YOUNG tennis star from Kent 
has been awarded a place at the 
famous Nick Bollettieri Tennis 
Academy after impressing the 
former coach of women’s 
Wimbledon champions Venus 
and Serena Williams. 

With the interest growing in 
the career of Britain’s Laura 
Robson on display at Wimbledon 
this week, 10-year-old Mia Smith, 
from Tunbridge Wells, could be 
the next to follow in her path. 

After being spotted at the age of 
five at the Jarrett Tennis School 
in the spa town, Smith has been 
catching the attention of the LTA 


and more recently the famous 
Nick Bollettieri Tennis Academy 
in America. 

Following a three-month trip to 
the academy in March, she has 
been offered a scholarship place 
after impressing Bollettieri, the 
former coach of Andre Aggassi, 
Maria Sharapova and Boris 
Becker. 

Smith’s coach Adam Swan 
accompanied her on the trip with 
her family and he believes she 
can go a long way in the sport. 

He said: “If she carries on the 
way she is, I am sure she will 
make a very tidy career out of the 


game. The determination in the 
way she plays and how she 
strikes the ball is amazing. 

“I am glad Nick has seen what I 
have seen and he said to me that 
she has the best one-handed 
backhand he has ever seen at her 
level. There is no reason why she 
cannot follow in the footsteps of 
Laura Robson.” 

The move to America means 
her parents are looking at ways to 
raise the money to fund her ten¬ 
nis education at the academy.

100 YEARS AGO: THE quality 
of cricket umpiring at local level was 
raising heckles, with the Ibw laws 
the biggest bone of contention. 

One correspondent reported that 
while it was agreed good and bad umpires could be 
found everywhere, they could never be found when 
you were hit on the pads. The idea that there was a 
golden age of cricket when the umpire’s decision was 
unquestioned is evidently a myth. 

Knowledge of the laws of the game was openly 
questioned and in one case an incredulous batsman 
asked a Maidstone umpire why he had been given 
out, only to be told, “the law states a man is out if the 
ball hits him below the elbow”. 

Which is something to keep in mind the next time 
you watch an international with Rudi Koertzen or 
Daryl Harper in charge. 


50 YEARS AGO: VIEWERS 
of the BBC’s recent Empire of 
Cricket season will have learned 
that the division between amateurs 
and professionals, based on class 
lines, was still rife five decades ago. 

The annual Gentleman v Players fixture was immi¬ 
nent and David Sayer, the fast bowler who had made 
his debut for Kent while still at Maidstone Grammar 
School (and had to travel to Tunbridge Wells by bus, 
listening to fans talking about him before a gateman 
refused to believe he was a player) was selected. 

Then the opening bowler at Oxford University, 
Sayer had already been honoured by a call from the 
MCC for their tour to Argentina. 

Sayer should have had the chance to impress his 
future Kent captain Colin Cowdrey, but the great man 
was sidelined with a foot injury and doubtful for 
Kent’s annual Blackheath fixture with Surrey. 




25 YEARS AGO: DEREK 
Underwood was the unlikely batting 
hero for Kent after an astonishing tie 
with Sussex at Hastings. 

‘Deadly’ may have been a bowler 
of international repute, but he waited until he was 
39-years-old before making his highest ever score in 
first-class cricket. Underwood made 111 from 250 
balls including 14 fours, for his only ever century. 

Kent made just 92 in the first innings and Sussex 
replied with 143 as a cluster of wickets fell. 

Terry Alderman’s unbeaten 52 helped Kent post 
243 in the second innings and Sussex seemed to be 
coasting home until they lost their last four wickets 
for six runs. It was the first tie in the County 
Championship in a decade and Kent’s first since 1950, 
v Hants at Southampton. 

“When the day started my main concern was to 
stay there, it was just play and survive,” Underwood 
said. “I was delighted when I passed my previous best 
score of 80, but wasn’t until I reached the 90s that I 
thought if I could hang around a bit longer the centu¬ 
ry could be on.” 

Elsewhere, Simon Toms, 16, from Maidstone, broth¬ 
er of the future Maidstone and Whitstable manager 
Matt Toms, joined Tottenham Hotspur as a YTS player.

AS AN eight-year-old girl Denise 
Lewis made a pledge to push her¬ 
self in the hope of becoming an 
Olympic athlete after being trans¬ 
fixed by the Moscow Games. 

It took two decades, but the sentiment 
drove her to become only the sixth British 
woman to win Olympic gold in athletics 
when she triumphed in the heptathlon in 
Sydney in 2000. 

Four years on from retiring, Lewis has 
changed her focus to inspiring younger 
generations. 

The 36-year-old was in Kent this week to 
hear similar pledges from schoolchildren as 
part of National School Sports Week. 

She told Kent on Sunday the programme 


was not about finding talented youngsters to 
follow in her footsteps, but rather to increase 
the number of children regularly participating 
in sport. 

“I kept coming back to my pledge even when 
things weren’t going well”, she said. 


“I always kept saying to myself ‘you’ve got 
to push all your personal boundaries’. That’s 
always been how I’ve lived my life really and 
National School Sports Week is about doing 
just that. It’s about putting sport back on the 
map and making sure kids are able to do as 


much sport as they physically can.” 

As a mother-of-three, Lewis is acutely 
aware of the difficulties some youngsters 
have in getting engaged with sport. 

As part of a nationwide government initia¬ 
tive, almost 300 children who may struggle 
to get active regularly, met at Heme Bay 
High School to try alternative sports like 
lacrosse and handball. 

Lewis admits it is tougher now than when 
she was growing up, but it is an issue she is 
passionate about changing. 

She said: “I think kids want to be competi¬ 
tive and do something, but they’re called by 
the games consoles, etc, all these different 
distractions. It’s all about the kids having a 
go and making pledges to themselves. 

“There was one girl whose pledge was to 
get her family to be more healthy at home. I 
think that’s just fantastic, it’s not about win¬ 
ning, it’s about having a go.” 

One of the reasons for the big push towards 
greater participation is the London Olympics 
in three years’ time. Seen as a once in a life¬ 
time opportunity to inspire the younger gen¬ 
eration and reverse the trend of childhood 
obesity, Lewis believes it’s come at a crucial 
time. 

“It’s almost if we can’t do it now we’re never 
going to”, she said. “I was eight when I was 
first captured by the Olympic spirit and I 
hope in that way 2012 will be that catalyst 
for a lot of kids participating and think ‘I can 
be something’. Maybe not an Olympic cham¬ 
pion, but something like massage therapy, a 
life in sport which is very rewarding. 

“What Sydney did teach me is you don’t 
know where your life is going to take you so 
why don’t you do something and apply your¬ 
self into something you’re passionate about 
and make the most of every opportunity you 
get, don’t waste it.”

Stimson is keen on the 29-year-old 
striker, whose 22 goals last season 
included one superb strike against 
the Gills in December.

We’re still interested in the kid, 
it’s just a matter of his advisers now 
talking to the club and hopefully 
Dagenham, from what I’m led to 


believe, honour what they told the kid 
at the end of last season. If that’s the 
case he would be coming to join us.” 

With only Simeon Jackson reach¬ 
ing double figures last season, 
recruiting at least one goalscorer is 
the priority for Stimson this summer. 

Although Benson has never played 
higher than League Two, he has an 
impressive scoring record. 

A late bloomer, he was still playing 
in the Essex Intermediate League as 
a 25-year-old, but 96 goals in two 
seasons for White Ensign caught the 
attention. Dagenham snapped him 
up and were rewarded with 60 goals 
in four seasons. 

Stimson rates him highly: “He’s a 
goalscorer, he gets all types of goals 
from outside the box, inside, he’s 
keen as mustard and is someone I’d 
like to work with if possible.” 

Gillingham are also in the market 
for a centre-back and Stimson had 
his first look at a defender on trial 
when pre-season training began on 
Thursday. 

The need for more defensive cover 
was made more pressing with Mark 
Bentley returning with a groin injury. 

The versatile vice-captain will go 
for a scan today, but the club will not 
know how serious it is for a few days.

Kent rider clinches GB road race iersev 


KRISTIAN House is not expecting 
anything to change despite beat¬ 
ing several household names to 
win cycling’s National Road Race 
Championships last weekend. 

The relatively unheralded 29-year-old, who 
grew up in Canterbury, shocked a high-class 
field to take the title in a thrilling race in Wales. 

Tour de France star Mark Cavendish and 
Olympic champion Bradley Wiggins were 
among those left trailing in his wake following 
a perfectly-timed sprint finish in Abergavenny 

Although House had won races all over the 
world during his career, none compare in pro¬ 
file to becoming national champion. 

But despite his success, the Rapha Condor 
rider is not anticipating a sudden influx of 
offers to compete in the world’s biggest races. 

Apology 

He told Kent on Sunday: “It’s by far the 
highlight of my career - the biggest win and 
the most special one. 

“You dream about it for years and it’s been 
a bit overwhelming. 

“[But] it doesn’t change anything. I will wear 
the jersey and I’m the national champion for 
a year, but I don’t automatically become team 
leader or get special rights because I’ve won. 

“My ambitions have always been much the 
same. If I got an opportunity and it’s right I 
might take it, but I’m happy with the team I’m 
in. You can’t think about that too much. I did 
that for years and you drive yourself nuts.” 

The build-up to the race had focused on the 
unusually high quality of the field riding in 
the 104-mile championship. Cavendish, 
Wiggins and David Millar were all using the 
event to fine-tune their fitness ahead of the

After the race, Cavendish, who emerged as 
one of the world’s best sprinters after an incred¬ 
ible four stage wins in last year’s Tour, criticised 
House for not doing his share of the work in the 
breakaway which set him up for victory. 

House, who spent a decade in the United 
States as a child, is not fazed by the com¬ 
ments, particularly as Cavendish was not in 
the lead group to see the race’s climax. 

“Cav wears his heart on his sleeve - he says 
things before he thinks about them,” he said. 

“He had a go at me in the race and then 
quickly apologised for it - we’ve been mates 
for years. I was a bit mystified why he said 
what he did afterwards, but things are said 
immediately after a race which you don’t 
mean. It doesn’t bother me.” 

House’s rise to fame is well timed, with 
cycling enjoying a renaissance in the UK. 

On the back of Cavendish’s continued suc¬ 
cess, including March’s victory in the Milan- 
San Remo classic, plus the outstanding per¬ 
formances of Team GB at the Beijing 
Olympics, the new national champion has 
noticed a discernible spike in interest. 

He said: “The success in the Olympics and 
what Cav did in the Tour really is pushing the 
profile of cycling up in this country. Domestic 
events are on TV a lot more and it’s really gen¬ 
erating a lot of interest in the sport.” 

Whether House can capitalise on his suc¬ 
cess remains to be seen. In the short term he 
will remain on the periphery, clearly demon¬ 
strated by his schedule this month. 

While the Tour de France attracts a global 
audience, the British champion will be riding 
in a stage race in China at altitude.
